Microeconomics of the “big horse” 

E xamining Thoroughbred breeding and training operations from 
the standpoint of business-management analysis suggests that, for the 
long-term survivability of most of these “firms,” it is essential that they 
have either continual access to substantial capital from outside the stream of re¬ 
tained earnings, or periodic access to revenue windfalls, due to circumstances 
that are primarily of a random nature. 

To phrase it differently, given the way most people in the horse business run 
their operations, they would go belly up if they didn’t have either deep pockets 
or enough dumb luck to stumble onto a “big horse” now and then. 

As soon as some trainers have one decent stakes horse in their barn, they 
switch from an old pickup to a high-priced luxury car, while some breeders blame 
their lack of cash flow on backers (or bankers) who refuse to loan more money on 
operations that need at least back-to-back classic winners to break even. 

The irony is that it is the very unpredictability of talented race horses that ren¬ 
ders sound and conservative management such a rarity. 

A good horse can emerge anywhere, but since every auction purchase was se¬ 
lected by someone, every runner was trained according to someone’s regimen, 
and every stallion mating was based on someone’s analysis, every big winner is 
taken by his owner, trainer and breeder as proof of their own unique abilities. 

Even if these people appear outwardly humble, giving due credit to good 
fortune, deep in their hearts they believe that—having now proved they can 
buy, breed or train a big winner—there is no reason not to have more. 

Indeed, the more convinced people become about the truth of their ideas, 
the less concerned they are about the need for careful, cautious approaches to 
their programs. Eventually, only the wealthiest survive, spending their inherited 
incomes in futile, lifelong efforts to vindicate their half-baked horse theories. 

One change we’d like to advocate is a more businesslike approach to train¬ 
ing, owning and breeding. Obviously, operations able to survive absent the big 
horse will benefit even more when they happen to get one. But big winners are 
addictive, and one big horse cancels out all the caution of the past. 

Macroeconomics of the “big horse” 

Racing consultant Tom Aronson, in a recent discussion on the points above, 
pointed out that the entire industry of Thoroughbred racing seems to be wait¬ 
ing for the emergence of a “big horse.” 

Secretariat came along in 1972, nearly 25 years after the last Triple Crown 
winner, and dramatically increased the public’s awareness of and interest in 
Thoroughbred racing. A true super horse, Secretariat consigned Sham, an ex¬ 
ceptionally good runner from the same foal crop, to a footnote in racing history. 
Secretariat had it all—beauty, size, color, markings, speed and staying power.

An additional point, of course, is 
that he remained injury-free through 
the classic races. Had he been injured 
before the Derby, he’d be just one in a 
line of outstanding 2-year-olds: Dev¬ 
il’s Bag, Meadowlake, Arazi, etc. 

Secretariat’s ability to capture the 
imagination and attention of the na¬ 
tion was the greatest imaginable boost 
for the sport of racing. The highest 
TV ratings that racing ever earned, be¬ 
fore and since, were due to Secretariat. 

Today, with horse racing’s contin¬ 
ual and steady decline in prominence 
among American sports and leisure¬ 
time alternatives, there are a few peo¬ 
ple (we included) who are convinced 


that the competitive response of rac¬ 
ing must encompass some fundamen¬ 
tal changes in the nature and presenta¬ 
tion of the sport. 

Far more, however, are convinced 
that the sport is near-perfect without 
change, and that the problems are on¬ 
ly marketing ones. Presumably, they 
believe that had more viewers been in¬ 
duced through clever promotions to 
tune into the telecast of the Breeders’ 
Cup, more of them would become 
racing fans. 

Likewise, they may assume that the 
only thing keeping thousands of 
Houstonians from attending races at 
their new bankrupt track is the fact 
that there are no professional televi¬ 
sion commercials exhorting them to 
do so. 


But even many who are jusdy skep¬ 
tical about national promotion are 
convinced that a new Secretariat 
would cure racing’s problems. Like 
impoverished trainers, owners and 
breeders, they dream each night of a 
big horse. 

They ached when Arazi faltered, 
and, more recently, they did every¬ 
thing possible to promote Holy Bull 
into more stardom than his ability 
suggests he deserved. Horse of the 
Year? Absolutely. Super horse? No 
way. 

There’s nothing more exciting than 
a big horse. As they say around the 
barns, we ALL get paid when the big 
horse runs. But racing’s problems are 
deep, and it will take more than one 
horse to solve them. ❖

Remarks 
from the 
gallery

What’s the right time? 

Of the many factors in the busi¬ 
ness of handicapping, time is most 
important. A horse who can do six 
furlongs in 1:10 is almost sure to beat 
a horse who shows not better than 
1:12—almost. 

But, because of the vicissitudes of 
the race, the “almost sure” things 
don’t always happen. 

No matter what you’re into, those 
blasted vicissitudes sometimes mess 
you up. 

That’s the reason some horsepeo- 
ple do their own clocking in the 
morning. Why trust those profession¬ 
als? Everybody says they save the 
good ones for themselves. 

The clocking process is simple. 
You hold the watch firmly in your 
hand, with your thumb on the but¬ 
ton. (That’s the thing you use to 
wind the watch.) 

You keep your eye on the starting 
gate, though the actual timing starts 
at a post 30 feet in front of the gate. 

You mustn’t wait until the fellow 
upstairs says, “They’re offi” You’ve 
got to have your eyes open wide, and 
see the break as soon as he does. 

The instant the nose of the first 
horse reaches that timing pole, push 
the button. Then you’ll have a brief 
period for chatting, meditating or 
reading (something short). But 
you’ve got to be prepared for action 


again, as the horses come pounding 
to the finish line. The first nose at 
that point says, “Punch again.” 

Immediately, look at the board 
and announce, “Right on the button, 
one twelve, two.” 

Clear your watch at once, so you’ll 
be ready for the next race, OR in case 
some nosy person asks, “What did 
you get?” To that, you answer, “The 
board had it.” Putting it that way, 
you affirm the accuracy of the timing 
device and, in the same sentence, im¬ 
ply that your watch showed the same 
figure. Implying is easier to get away 
with than lying, and it’s a less sinful 
way to cheat. 

Clearing your watch is important, 
for a good reason. If the nosy lug got 
a glimpse at it, he might start the ru¬ 
mor that the track’s timing is three- 
fifths of a second off. That kind of 
news, bruited around, could damage 
the whole structure of racing. Worse, 
word might get around that your 
timing isn’t reliable, and there goes 
your structure. 

An owner whose wife gives him a 
stopwatch for Christmas will be de¬ 
lighted with the speed his horse 
shows in the morning. Such a horse 
may perform stoutly in the afternoon, 
but not as swiftly. 

A theorem 

Put this down: Horses always run 
faster for inexperienced dockers. The 
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reason for this has to do with the 
messages that must be sent before the 
clocking starts. 

“This is Eye calling Brain. Do you 
read me, old Buddy?” 

“I read you, old Buddy,” Brain 
comes back. “What’s news?” 

“Tell Thumb to punch. Over and 
out.” 

“Roger,” says Brain. “Over and 
out.” Then, “Brain calling Thumb. 
Do you read me, Thumb?” 

“Loud and clear,” says Thumb. 
“What’s the message?” 

“Punch, old Buddy. Over and 
out.” 

“Ten-four,” Thumb replies. 
“Over and out.” 

Then the watch starts moving. A 
horse, in any kind of shape at all, can 
get in a jump or two before the news 
gets from Eye to Watch. So the in¬ 
strument (through no fault of its 
own) shows a “speed” of a few fifths 
of a second less than the true speed. 

Once, at a sale of 2-year-olds in 
training, a requirement was that the 
young horses be timed in trials on the 
training track. A gentleman who 
knew what he was talking about sug¬ 
gested, “Bring in a pro from one of 
the tracks.” 

The response was, “Why? There 
are plenty of dockers around here.” 
So four were on hand. 

If a delicate recording device had 
been nearby, it would have brought 
in “Click, click, click, click.” (Four 
professionals would have had a 
“click” quartet.) 

The result was an assortment of 
times. Whether or not the timers 
struck an average was not revealed, 
but a free lance docker holds the 
opinion that the reported figures 
were on the fast side. 

Nice present 

About two light years back, a rac¬ 
ing association’s chief executive offi¬ 
cer showed his affection for the horse 
writers by giving each of the regulars 
a stopwatch. 

For the first race on the first fol¬ 
lowing racing day, five horning 
dockers were ready and eager. “I 
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have finally found a use for my 
thumb,” said a two-index finger typ¬ 
ist. 

Another suggested that they do 
their clocking, and then compare 
watches. So they did. And the six-fur¬ 
long race was run in 1:12Vs or 1:1 l 4 /s 
or l:12 4 /5 or l:10 4 /5 or 1:14, or none 
of the above. 

However embarrassing this might 
have been, it proved—as baseball 
people might have said—owning a 
baseball bat doesn’t make you Ted 
Williams. (Sometimes those baseball 
writers say pretty clever things.) 

Dog docker 

About four light years back, races 
for smaller animals were held at 
Brooklandville, Md. 

Eight slick and swift whippets 
raced 200 or less yards up a straight¬ 
away, in lanes separated by tapes. A 
good whippet could go the full dis¬ 
tance in 13 seconds, and a very good 
one might shade that time. 

Handicapping was by time, and 
the individual starting boxes could be 
moved forward from the ‘‘scratch” 
line to give every dog a chance at first 
prize. A good handicapper could 
bring the field to the finish line heads 
apart for the whole eight. 

When a new dog was brought in, 
the handicapper clocked him in a tri¬ 
al, usually on a Sunday morning. 
From that test, the dog would be put 
with what was regarded as his proper 
class. If he improved, he’d be moved 
up. 

One Sunday morning, a new man 
showed up early with a new dog— 
and his own stopwatch. While the 
pup was going through his motions, 
the owner was at the ready with his 
timer. It showed a beautiful figure. 
“If they put Sparky in Tuesday 
night,” the man said, “I’ll bet my 
shirt.” 

The bookmaker who was banking 
the operation wouldn’t accept wear¬ 
ing apparel wagers, but he would 
take money, and offered the gener¬ 
ous odds of 8-1 on Sparky. And 
that’s mighty good on a sure thing. 
The handicapper was generous too. 


He gave the new dog an advantage of 
eight yards over the scratch dog. 

The owner wagered the price of a 
few shirts, and said, “It’s a shoo-in.” 

It wasn’t, though the finish was 
beautiful. The winner was scarcely a 
yard ahead of the seventh to finish. 
But the eighth was eight yards back. 
That was Sparky. 

He’s careful 

It should be noted that a gentle¬ 
man who makes a living betting that 
other people are wrong rarely is 
caught off-base. 

The Sunday morning of Sparky’s 
trial, the track’s docker was present, 
inconspicuously. Being a pro, with 
his trusty timer in his hand, he wit¬ 
nessed the practice run. 

Another dog could go at a rate of 
40 miles an hour (his owner 
claimed). Why? Because he drove his 
car up Loch Raven Boulevard at 40, 
and the dog kept pace on the grassy 
median strip. 


Clocked on a measured strip, the 
animal didn’t go so fast. Don’t be¬ 
lieve times that are recorded in any 
other way. You hear it said that a 
cheetah can go at a speed of 75 miles 
an hour. Got to be fiction. At that 
speed, the antelope he’s chasing 
would never make that first dodge, 
and down he’d go. 

Movies show the two racing hither 
and yon, and sometimes the cheetah 
goes hungry. 

Confucius (or somebody) said, 
“Cheetah who go 75 mph never go 
hungry.” So, if your dear one gives 
you a stopwatch for your birthday, 
keep in mind the horse writers and 
Sparky. Have all the fun you want, 
clicking at your horse. But don’t bet 
on it! ❖

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John Shenefield leads 
Virginia to uncharted turf 

Chairman of the Virginia Racing Commission 
has come a long way, but finds no end in sight

V irginia Racing Commission chairman John Shenefield 
admits he was u mildly astonished” when then-Virginia Gov¬ 
ernor Gerald Baliles asked him in 1989 to join the panel be¬ 
ing set up to regulate pari-mutuel betting on horse races, 
which the state had just legalized. 

“I said, ‘You have to know—there isn’t much I know about horses, and I 
know nothing about gambling,’ ” Shenefield recalls with a smile. At the time, 
though, he wasn’t kidding. Unlike some other prospective commissioners, 
Shenefield had never bred or owned race horses. Not only that, he’d only been 
to a race track once in his life. 


Nevertheless, Shenefield accepted 
the job. It was a chance to do a civic 
good deed for his state, and at the 
same time help out his old friend, 
Baliles, whom he’d gotten to know 
when they were both young attor¬ 
neys dabbling in Democratic politics 
in Richmond two decades before. 
And even after his new commission 
colleagues promptly elected him 
chairman, it still sounded like a fairly 
simple job. 

The commissioners would write a 
few regulations, award a franchise for 
the race track to the best applicant, 
and then bask in their glory in the 
grandstand on opening day. At the 
time, when legislators and news re-

porters pressed him for a timetable, 
Shenefield confidently predicted that 
Virginia racing would be underway 
by 1992, in just three years’ time. 

“We were a bit over confident,” 
explains the 56-year-old attorney, 
who was reappointed to a second 
five-year term as commission chair¬ 
man by Gov. George Allen in 1994. 
It’s probably a good thing that Shene¬ 
field was so blithely optimistic at the 
start, because if he’d been able to see 
into the future, he might have 
thought twice about taking the job. 

The task of launching Virginia’s 
racing industry would prove to be a 
complex, difficult and controversy- 


ridden struggle—one that six years 
later seems to be nowhere near over. 

True, it did look as if things might 
finally be winding to a close in Octo¬ 
ber 1994, when the commission, by a 
4-0 vote with one member abstain¬ 
ing, finally awarded the race track 
franchise to Ohio harness-track en¬ 
trepreneur Arnold Stansley and a 
management team headed by Mary¬ 
land racing mogul Joe De Francis. 

The Stansley-DeFrancis group 
plans to build a $40-million complex, 
Colonial Downs, on a 345-acre site 
along Interstate 64 in New Kent 
County. But then, unsuccessful appli¬ 
cant James J. Wilson appealed the 
commission’s decision in the Virginia 
courts, as permitted under state law. 
As this article went to press, Wilson 
was awaiting his initial hearing 
(scheduled May 8). Though Shene¬ 
field has knocked Wilson’s appeal as 
“baseless,” he expects that additional 
litigation may follow. Even if the 
commission ultimately is upheld by 
the courts, Shenefield now says that 
Colonial Downs’ opening, which had 
been scheduled for December 1995, 
will be delayed by at least another 
year. 

Despite that setback, Shenefield 
remains determined to see the 
process to completion. And he stands 
as firmly as ever behind the commis¬ 
sion’s much-maligned decision to 
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place the state’s lone track in central 
Virginia, rather than in the state’s 
wealthier, more populous northern 
section, where Wilson and many of 
the state’s horsemen wanted to see it 
built. 

“Someday, perhaps, there will be a 
second track in northern Virginia,” 
Shenefield says. “But for now, our 
successful applicant chose New Kent, 
and we’re determined to make that 
site a success.” 

Wilson derides the choice of New 
Kent as “a political decision,” and 
says Shenefield and the commission 
agreed to a relatively remote site in 
the middle of the state because they 
saw it as a compromise acceptable to 
both north and south. “Cutting the 
baby in half is not the right decision 
for the Virginia racing industry,” Wil¬ 
son says. “You might keep everybody 
pacified, but neither end of the baby 
lives.” 

He suggests that the decision re¬ 
sulted in part from Shenefield’s lack 
of background in horse racing. “I be¬ 
lieve he thinks that he’s doing the 
right thing,” Wilson complains. “But 
he’s a corporate attorney. This man 
should not have served on a commis¬ 
sion that made the single most im¬ 
portant decision of the past 100 years 
for the horse industry in this state, 
when he admits that he doesn’t know 
anything about the horse industry.” 

For his part, Shenefield says that 
his six-year tenure has given him a lot 
to time to educate himself; he’s spent 
a lot of time studying horse industry 
publications, visiting horse farms and 
race tracks in other states and asking 
questions of experts. In contrast, oth¬ 
er players in Virginia’s drawn-out 
drama give Shenefield high marks. 

“His lack of background has never 
been a hindrance,” says Virginia Del. 
Andy Guest of Warren County, who 
worked for a decade to pass legalized 
pari-mutuel betting on horses. “I 
think because he had an outside 
viewpoint and came to the commis¬ 
sion without any preconceived ideas, 
that brought some objectivity. It’s 
like hiring a good manager for a

company—he doesn’t have to have 
experiences in that industry, as long 
as he knows how to manage.” 

Indeed, aside from his lack of 
horse industry experience, Shenefield 
has an impressive resume. A native of 
Toledo, Ohio, he earned both under¬ 
graduate and law degrees at Harvard, 


determined to make 


and taught law at both the University 
of Richmond and Georgetown. 

From 1977 to 1981, he served in 
various posts in the U.S. Justice De¬ 
partment, rising to deputy assistant 
attorney general and head of the an¬ 
titrust division. After that, he re¬ 
turned to private practice in Wash- 
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ington, representing both domestic 
and foreign companies on antitrust 
issues. 

Shenefield says that by working 
both as a government regulator and 
as an advocate for businesses under 
government regulation, he’s gained 
insights that he has put to use in 
helping set up Virginia’s racing in¬ 
dustry. “Government has every right 
to set rules, but not to micro-manage 
businesses,” Shenefield explains. 

Even though the state is awarding 
a lone franchise, Shenefield doesn’t 
see racing as a monopolistic situation, 
since pari-mutuel wagering must 


compete with other types of gam¬ 
bling for a share of the overall wager¬ 
ing dollar. Instead, his position has 
been that for Virginia’s new racing 
industry to prosper in an era when 
many tracks in other states have 
failed, it needs fewer economic re¬ 
straints, not more. 

To that end, Shenefield and the 
commission spent much of their first 
four years working with legislators, 
lobbying for improvements in the 
1988 statute that legalized pari¬ 
mutuel betting. On the first go- 
round, Virginia’s cautious, conserva¬ 
tive legislators had been leery of 
off-track betting and satellite wager¬ 
ing. First, in 1991, the commission 
successfully pushed legislation to al¬ 
low a Virginia track operator to ac¬ 
cept satellite broadcasts of races from 
other tracks and to beam Virginia 
races elsewhere. 

The following year, Virginia ap¬ 
proved a proposed change that 
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would allow a track operator to open 
six off-track betting parlors around 
the state. 

Finally, in 1993, Shenefield and 
the commission helped convince leg¬ 
islators to drop a provision in the 
1991 law that required track opera¬ 
tors to stage one live race for each 
satellite broadcast they accepted from 
elsewhere. Instead, Virginia adopted 
a requirement that a track operator 
stage at least 150 days of live racing 
each year. 

“If we hadn’t been able to make 
these changes,” notes the commis¬ 
sion’s executive secretary, Don Price, 


“it would have been really tough to 
do business in Virginia.” 

“John was instrumental in putting 
the Virginia concept—one track and 
satellite wagering sites—together,” 
says Arnold Stansley. “Without him, 
we wouldn’t have had a concept that 
was attractive enough to bring in six 
applicants.” 

Instead of economic regulation, 
Shenefield believes that government’s 
proper regulatory role is in the area of 
health, safety and integrity. He and 
the commission have spent much of 
the last six years studying such arcane 
issues as appropriate qualifications for 
horse owners, lip tattoos for horses 
and affirmative-action hiring for race 
track employees. “We’ve compiled 
several hundred pages of regulations, 
governing every aspect of harness, 
Thoroughbred and steeplechase rac¬ 
ing,” Shenefield says. Although the 
commission has been able to look for 


inspiration and guidance to the mod¬ 
el rules promulgated by Lexington, 
Ky.-based Racing Commissioners In¬ 
ternational, there have been a lot of 
issues that required discussion, and a 
fair share of work remains to be done. 
For example, the commission is still 
working on the delicate issue of Lasix 
and other medications, and the ex¬ 
tent to which their use will be permit¬ 
ted in Virginia. 

In addition, under Shenefield’s 
guidance, the commission essentially 
had to design from scratch the 
process by which applicants for the 
state’s race track franchise would be 
evaluated, in addition to actually se¬ 
lecting the winning applicant. It was 
a tricky task, because a number of 
powerful, well-financed groups were 
ready to vie for the franchise. They 
included both longtime politically 
well-connected horsemen such as 
William Camp and former state Sen. 
Elmon Gray, who’d spent years fight¬ 
ing to legalize pari-mutuel wagering. 
Another applicant was one of the 
biggest names in the nationwide rac¬ 
ing industry—Churchill Downs, the 
publicly-held company that operates 
the site of the Kentucky Derby and 
also the Sports Spectrum in Louis¬ 
ville, Ky., a state-of-the-art satellite¬ 
betting palace. Middleburg real es¬ 
tate developer James J. Wilson owned 
the successful El Commandante track 
in Puerto Rico. Arnold Stansley and 
Joe De Francis initially launched sep¬ 
arate bids, before joining forces at the 
11th hour. 

“It would have been very easy for 
the process to break down, and turn 
into a circus,” says Joe De Francis. 
“You have all these groups, each with 
a lot of money, fighting among one 
another, and no established rules and 
procedures, because you’re doing the 
whole process for the first time. It 
took a strong hand, like John’s, on 
that rudder to make sure the ship 
stayed the course.” 

Faced with the risk of an on¬ 
slaught of lawsuits from a flawed 
process, the commission moved at an 
almost painfully cautious pace from

the start. It took four or five months, 
Shenefield recalls, simply to resolve 
the issue of whether to require a 
“short-form” or “long-form” appli¬ 
cation. Ultimately, the commission 
opted for the latter, which required 
thousands of pages of data from each 
applicant, including extensive archi¬ 
tectural and environmental-impact 
details on each proposed site. “Al¬ 
though it would mean more expense 
for the applicants, we wanted to 
know as much as we could about 
these people,” Shenefield explains. 
Relying upon his experience as a Jus¬ 
tice Department official, Shenefield 
also took on the delicate task of por¬ 
ing over raw data from background 
checks conducted by the Virginia 
state police. 

In addition, the commission con¬ 
ducted meetings across the state to 
get a sampling of public sentiment. 


and held public hearings in Rich¬ 
mond in late summer at which the 
applicants made their pitches in per¬ 
son. As the year-long process drew to 
a close, Shenefield and the other 
commissioners were left to wade 
through a mountain of information 
that they’d accumulated. “My wife 


and I went to Aspen for ten days for a 
vacation,” Shenefield recalls. “She 
got pretty irritated at me, because I 
just stayed in the hotel room, reading 
documents.” 

Although Wilson has accused the 
commissioners of making up their 
minds early to award the franchise to 


Price is right on target 
as Commission executive

V irginia Racing Commis- 
sion chairman John Shene¬ 
field may not have much 
background in the horse racing in¬ 
dustry, but his right-hand man 
Don Price has more than enough 
for the both of them. 

The commission’s 61-year-old 
executive secretary grew up around 
horses in the Boston area, where 
his father owned and raced Stan- 
dardbreds. Price himself became a 
harness driver as a young man, rac¬ 
ing in New England and New 
York. After that he went to work 
for the Michigan Harness Horse¬ 
men’s Association, and spent ten 
years lobbying on behalf of owners, 
trainers and drivers. In the mid- 
1980s, he became executive direc¬ 
tor of the Minnesota Racing Com¬ 


mission, where he watched the fi¬ 
nancial travails of that state’s Can¬ 
terbury Downs racing complex and 
learned the importance of making 
real-world, conservative projections 
of betting handles and expenses. 

Price was but one of 81 appli¬ 
cants for the Virginia job in 1989. 
He got the nod, perhaps in part be¬ 
cause of his candor. “We had to 
give our vision of how we would 
see the Virginia racing program de¬ 
veloping,” he recalls. “I said that 
without simulcasting and satellite 
wagering, with the track operator 
running the satellite betting par¬ 
lors, I didn’t see much of a future 
for Virginia, because the popula¬ 
tion in the market was too widely 
distributed.” Not only did Price 
get the job, but before long,

the Stansley-De Francis New Kent 
proposal, Shenefield maintains that 
his group didn’t come to a consensus 
until shortly before they announced 
the decision. Ultimately, the com¬ 
missioners liked the fact that Stansley 
had made a fiscally cautious proposal, 
compared to the grand schemes of 
his competitors, and that De Francis 
could bring Maryland together with 
Virginia in a two-state racing circuit. 

But the commission’s decision 
that Maryland was a crucial ingredi¬ 
ent, in particular, has left Wilson 
grumbling. “Had they made that de¬ 
cision clear in the beginning, all of us 
would have known what the ground 
rules were,” he says. “As it was, our 
company spent $1.8 million on our 
campaign. Then, they tell us, ‘By the 
way, unless you work with Maryland, 
you won’t get it.’ ” And some horse¬ 
men are still unhappy with the choice 
of a central Virginia site, far from Vir¬ 
ginia’s prime horse farms farther 
north. 

For his part, Shenefield would sa¬ 
vor more time to brush up on his ten¬ 
nis game, to attend operas and musi¬ 
cals with his wife, and perform his 
duties as president of the National 
Cathedral Association. But no respite 
from his Virginia ordeal is in sight. 
While he notes that Wilson is legally 
entitled to appeal the commission’s 
ruling, he admits to being disap¬ 
pointed by the turn of events. “It’s 
been a useful experience for me, as a 
lawyer, to see how the best-laid plans 
can be called into question by legal 
proceedings,” he says, philosophical¬ 
ly. “It’s illuminating to see why 
lawyers are not always recognized as 
messengers of good news.” 

Still, Shenefield remains bullish on 
the New Kent site and the future of 
Virginia’s racing industry. “Why am I 
still doing this job? Because like 
everyone else, I know it’s going to be 
worthwhile on that day when we can 
finally sit up there at Colonial Downs 
with the pennants flapping in the 
breeze, and watch those Thorough¬ 
breds run by, and know that we had a 
part in making it all a reality.” ❖

’Chasing horsemen 
to have own group 

Steeplechase Horsemen’s Association 
represents interests of owners, trainers 


O NLY A FEW MONTHS AGO, 
steeplechase owners and 
trainers remained one of the 
few segments of racing without for¬ 
mal representation. But that changed 
in February, when a group of about 
75 assembled for the first meeting of 
the Steeplechase Horsemen’s Associ¬ 
ation. 

“Long overdue,” is one of the 
phrases Duncan Patterson, an own¬ 
er/ trainer and former amateur rider, 
uses to describe the group that he 
and several others are in the process 
of establishing. 

Patterson, a real estate broker 
from Hockessin, Del., volunteered to 
head the steering committee that was 
expected to convene in late April for 
the purpose of drafting bylaws and a 
constitution. 

As soon as those formalities are 
out of the way, and a board of direc¬ 
tors elected (if possible, by this sum¬ 
mer), leaders of the SHA intend to 
begin addressing a gamut of issues 
that have been a source of frustration 
to many owners and trainers, includ¬ 
ing the need for uniform standards 
for course maintenance, medication 
policies, more consistent officiating 
and the most complicated threat of 
all—liability. 

“Virtually every steeplechase own¬ 
er or trainer whom we have contact¬ 
ed has agreed there is a need for this 
kind of organization,” said Patterson,

explaining the situation from a horse¬ 
man’s perspective. 

“The problem is, up to now 
horsemen have relied on the National 
Steeplechase Association to serve 
their needs. But the NSA wasn’t set 
up for that purpose. It functions like 
the racing secretary’s office, or the 
management of a race track, whose 
job is to put on the show. The NSA 
has done a good job of trying to walk 
a fine line, but when a conflict arises 
between horsemen and meeting or¬ 
ganizers, the NSA naturally is going 
to take their side,” said Patterson. 

“If the course is in atrocious con¬ 
dition, or purse money is not paid in 


a timely manner, horsemen have only 
one means of reprisal,” Patterson 
continued. “That is the power of the 
entry box. The purse structure is go¬ 
ing up, and the cost of training 
horses is escalating all the time—all of 
which brings more pressure to bear 
on these issues. We hope to work 
along with the NSA, and comple¬ 
ment its efforts, while providing 
horsemen with additional leverage to 
insure the future of steeplechasing.” 

Trainers Janet Elliot, Joe Gillet 
and Sanna Neilson have also been in¬ 
strumental in the creation of the 
SHA. Among issues that piqued their 
concern is a clause, which the NSA 
added to the trainer’s license in 1994, 
holding trainers solely liable for acci¬ 
dents and injuries caused by their 
horses. 

“Although no one is certain how 
this clause would hold up in a court 
of law, it could still end up costing a 
trainer a huge amount in legal ex¬ 
penses,” said Patterson. “Most peo¬ 
ple are not even aware of the change 
in the license.” 

The SHA, at least in the begin¬ 
ning, will depend mainly on volun¬ 
teer support. Attorney Douglas Wor- 
rall, a steeplechase owner and trainer 
in Maryland, is donating his services, 
along with Patterson. Dues, of an as- 
yet-undetermined amount, are ex¬ 
pected to be used to hire a part-time 
administrator and finance a newslet¬ 
ter (which could be produced by the 
Steeplechase Times).

Charles Town back on track 

Exactly three months after the “final 
race” was run at Charles Town, live ac¬ 
tion returned to the West Virginia facility. 

The current 221-date live racing meet, 
begun March 10, is scheduled to contin¬ 
ue through December 16. 

When Charles Town’s request to add 
video lottery wagering was defeated in a 
referendum last November, track owners 
opted to shut down the facility rather 
than carry on what had become a money¬ 
losing operation. 

However, owners reconsidered after 
the West Virginia Racing Commission 
approved various cost-cutting measures. 

A new horsemen’s group, the Charles 
Town Horsemen’s Association, which is 
seeking to replace the local Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, 
could also be a favorable development, 
from the track’s point of view. 

But significant changes are on the 
horizon. Showboat Operating Co., which 
owns and operates hotels and casinos, has 
agreed to purchase Charles Town for $18 
million and has paid a $250,000 non-re- 
fundable deposit. Showboat’s current op¬ 
tion will remain in effect until December, 
1996. 

Maryland Million update 

Some 737 current 2-year-olds have 
joined the ranks of those horses eligible 
to compete in the Maryland Million. 

This number—representing more 
than 50 percent of the 1,453 foals of 
1993 sired by Maryland Million-eligible 
stallions—is an all-time high in terms of 
the percentage of potential nominees 
who were made eligible. 

Continued success of the Maryland 
Million depends on a steady infusion of 
2-year-olds each season. Deadline for 
Maryland Million nomination—which 
then remains in effect for a runner’s life¬ 


time—is December 31 of the yearling 
year. 

Tenth Maryland Million Day is set for 
Saturday, October 14, at Laurel Park, 
where the event was inaugurated in 1986. 

West Virginia Breeders Classics 
to be held at Mountaineer Park 

Mountaineer Park will serve as the site 
for the ninth running of the West Vir¬ 
ginia Breeders Classics, on September 8, 
according to an announcement from 
Classics founder and president Sam Huff. 

Previous Classics have been held at 
Charles Town. 

African-Americans in racing 

African-Americans in Horse Racing 
celebrated its sixth anniversary with an 
awards dinner on February 23 at Pimlico, 
co-hosted by the Maryland Jockey Club 
and Inez Chappell, president of African- 
Americans in Horse Racing. 

The origin of African-Americans in 
Horse Racing can be traced to one indi¬ 
vidual, Inez Chappell, a well-known com¬ 
munity activist in Baltimore and avid rac¬ 
ing fan. When asked by a stranger what 
could be done to commemorate Black 
History Month, she answered, “All I 
know is horse racing.” 

This year’s awards dinner—attended 
by some 400 people—was the culmina¬ 
tion of an idea born from that conversa¬ 
tion, and the event is still growing, year 
by year. 

In just six years, Mrs. Chappell’s party 
has become the premier means of recog¬ 
nition for African-Americans actively in¬ 
volved in the sport of horse racing. 

The first achievement of her organiza¬ 
tion was the presentation of a portrait of 
William (Willie) Simms, an African- 
American jockey who won the 23rd run¬ 
ning of the Preakness astride Sly Fox in 
1898. This portrait now hangs in the Hall 
of Fame gallery at Pimlico. 

Honorees at the 1995 awards dinner 
were Daryl E. Parker, an associate stew¬ 


ard at Thistledown; DeShawn L. Parker, 
a jockey at Mountaineer Park; and Hayes 
Taylor, general manager of Finger Lakes 
race track. 

Maryland’s home betting on hold 

Pimlico/Laurel Park’s plan to experi¬ 
ment with interactive wagering in 25 
homes in Baltimore County, which had 
been set to begin in March, was post¬ 
poned indefinitely by Gov. Parris Glen- 
dening’s requested moratorium on gam¬ 
bling expansion. 

Meanwhile, tests of the system are 
continuing to be conducted at the tracks. 

Regional wagering network 

Four Mid-Adantic states—Delaware, 
Maryland, New Jersey and Pennsylvania 
—have launched a regional effort to pro¬ 
mote an interactive phone betting net¬ 
work. 

Representatives of tracks in these 
states have been meeting to examine dif¬ 
ferent cable television systems and to ob¬ 
tain proposals from various companies 
that would link tracks in the four-state 
area to one network. 

Technology is available to start such a 
system, but state legislative approval in all 
four locales will be required. 

Tennis Lady retired 

Tennis Lady, champion Maryland- 
bred 3-year-old filly of 1993, has joined 
the broodmare band at her owner/ 
breeder Robert E. Meyerhoffs Fitzhugh 
Farm in Phoenix, Md. 

Bred this season to Gone West, Ten¬ 
nis Lady won or placed in 17 of 27 starts, 
capturing the Martha Washington Stakes- 
G3, Chrysanthemum Handicap and All 
Brandy Stakes, placing in five other 
added-money races, and earning 
$283,047. 

A 5-year-old daughter of Broad 
Brush—Fara’s Team by Tunerup, Tennis 
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Lady is a full sister to 1994 Maryland- 
bred horse of the year Concern. 

Stud plans for several 
Mid-Atlantic-bred stars 

Plans for the stud careers of top West 
Virginia-bred colts Afternoon Deelites 
and Soul of the Matter, and 1992 cham¬ 
pion Maryland-bred 2-year-old colt Se¬ 
cret Odds, have been announced. 

In a package deal the value of which 
will be determined by future racing per¬ 
formances, Grade 1 stakes winners After¬ 
noon Deelites and Soul of the Matter will 
be syndicated to stand at Aidrie Stud in 
Kentucky. Both sons of Maryland-based 
sire Private Terms could continue to race 
through 1996. 

Secret Odds, a graded stakes winner of 
$443,841, was added to the stallion ros¬ 
ter at Glencrest Farm in Kentucky for the 
latter half of the 1995 season. 

Racing Manual discontinued 

Modern technology and methods of 
information distribution have spelled the 
end for The American Racing Manual. 
The annual statistical review of the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry, in existence for nearly 
90 years, will no longer be published by 
the Daily Racing Form. 

Its production was “cost prohibitive,” 
explained DRF general manager Steve 
Adams. The final edition of the Racing 
Manual was dated 1994, and contained 
statistics from 1993. Racing Form man¬ 
agement reportedly is considering offer¬ 
ing the information that was contained in 
the Racing Manual in three to four dif¬ 
ferent annual publications. 

AmTote on market 

Hunt Valley, Md.-based AmTote, a 
major supplier of totalizator equipment 
to the racing industry, is up for sale. Its 
acquisition by GTECH, the world’s lead¬ 
ing producer of on-line lottery machines, 
in 1993 reportedly has failed to “produce 
the desired benefits for either company,” 
due to a change in corporate emphasis.

Far Hills celebrates 
its 75th anniversary this year. 

Krone’s “comeback” aids youth 

The National Youth Sports Safety 
Foundation, based in Needham, Mass., 
has received a $5,000 grant from the 
Chubb Group of Insurance Companies 
and American Specialty Underwriters on 
behalf of jockey Julie Krone. The grant is 
a component of the American Sportscast- 
ers Association’s newly-established Come¬ 
back Award, of which Krone was the first 
recipient. 

Flaming Emperor euthanized 

Flaming Emperor, one of the top 
Maryland-bred handicap campaigners in 
recent years, suffered a severe bout of col¬ 
ic and was euthanized on April 3. 


A winner in 18 of his 90 starts, includ¬ 
ing six stakes victories, Flaming Emperor, 
purchased by owner Buddy Cox at a 
1988 2-year-olds in training sale for 
$9,000, earned $691,356 during a cam¬ 
paign that spanned seven seasons. He was 
a half-brother to multiple stakes winner 
Prospector’s Fuel. 

*Ben Nevis II gone 

*Ben Nevis II, one of American stee¬ 
plechasing’s all-time greats, died Febru¬ 
ary 26 at his trainer/rider Charles C. Fen¬ 
wick Jr.’s farm in Butler, Md. The 
27-year-old gelding was humanely de¬ 
stroyed after developing an intractable 
case of colic. 

Purchased in England, sight unseen, 
by Maryland horseman Redmond C. 
Stewart, Ben Nevis was a blaze-faced 
chestnut with a roguish temperament and 
a brilliant jumping style that earned him 
fame on both sides of the Adantic. 

His tour de force was a victory in the 
1980 English Grand National, but the 
English-bred son of Casmiri had made a 
name for himself in the United States 
long before that. Ben Nevis was unde¬ 
feated in the United States, going seven- 
for-seven in sanctioned competition from 
1976 to ’78, while also winning all five of 
his starts in point-to-points. 
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Making an auspicious sanctioned de¬ 
but in the My Lady’s Manor in 1976, 
Ben Nevis led every step of the way to 
score by five lengths. He reaffirmed his 
promise with a 20-length triumph at But¬ 
ler and four and a half-length win at Fair 
Hill. 

Returning the next year, Ben Nevis 
quickly ascended to the top ranks, captur¬ 
ing the Grand National at Buder and the 
Maryland Hunt Cup. Repeat victories in 
both races in 1978 assured his place in 
history. Ben Nevis’s second Hunt Cup 
win was an epic performance (over Per¬ 
fect Cast) that established a course 
record—8:33%—which has not been 
threatened since. 

After that, Fenwick set his sights upon 
the ultimate challenge at Aintree. The 
trainer, along with his family and their 
children’s governess, took up residence in 
England in the fall of 1978 with a single 
goal in mind. However, suffering what 
was to be his only career defeat, Ben 
Nevis fell at The Chair, brought down by 
loose horses. 

The Fenwicks returned home in a 
state of disappointment, while Ben Nevis 
stayed on in England with trainer Tim 
Forster. In 1980, Charlie Fenwick re¬ 
turned to ride Ben Nevis to a 20-length 
triumph. 

“The irony,” Fenwick has comment¬ 
ed, “is that he was probably a better horse 
the year he fell.” 

The victory touched off a year-long 
celebration, during which Ben Nevis and 
Fenwick made special appearances at 
Saratoga, Meadowlands and Fair Hill, 
among other places. Fenwick also re¬ 
ceived the prestigious F. Ambrose Clark 
award from the National Steeplechase 
and Hunt Association. 

For the last 12 years, Ben Nevis en¬ 
joyed a peaceful retirement on the Fen¬ 
wick farm along with timber champion 
Dosdi. He is buried on the landing side 
of the 13th jump of the Grand National 
course, which is also located on part of 
Fenwick’s farm.

On track 


Afternoon Deelites: all business 
on the trip to Churchill Downs 

“He’ll be tough in the next one,” 
promised the colt’s regular rider Kent 
Desormeaux, after Afternoon Deelites 
suffered his first career defeat in the April 
8 Santa Anita Derby-Gl. 

Edged out in the final strides by rags- 
to-riches runner Larry the Legend, West 
Virginia-bred Afternoon Deelites was de¬ 
feated, but not disgraced. 

The Santa Anita Derby, billed as a 
showdown between Afternoon Deelites 
and 1994 champion 2-year-old Timber 
Country, raised more questions than it 
answered about the relative abilities of 
this year’s prospective Triple Crown con¬ 
tenders. Timber Country, although no 
threat to the leaders, finished a close-up 
fourth at Santa Anita. 

Is Afternoon Deelites (whose sire, Pri¬ 
vate Terms, was favored to win the 1988 
Kentucky Derby) destined to be one of 
racing’s all-time greats? Or is he simply a 
very good colt, one of the best of his gen¬ 
eration? 

Time, of course, will tell. And time has 
frequently been on the side of songwriter 
Burt Bacharach’s homebred. Brilliantly 
fast victories in last year’s Hollywood Pre- 
vue Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3 and Holly¬ 
wood Futurity-G1 established Afternoon 
Deelites as the winter book favorite for 
the Kentucky Derby. 

Foaled and raised at Vincent and 
Suzanne Moscarelli’s Country Roads 
Farm near Charles Town, W.Va., After¬ 
noon Deelites is the first from his native 
state to bear such distinction. 

His earlier victories this season con¬ 
sisted of the San Vicente Breeders’ Cup- 
G3 and San Felipe Stakes-G2. 

Cigar blazes onward 

Maryland-bred Cigar achieved one of 
racing’s rarest feats when he registered- 
consecutive triumphs in the Donn Hand- 
icap-Gl on February 11 and Gulfstream 
Park Handicap-Gl on March 5. 

Although overshadowed in the Donn 
when 1994 horse of the year Holy Bull 
suffered a career-ending injury, Cigar 
gave an excellent account of himself in 
that race. Posted as second choice in the 
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Monied Maryland-breds: 

Concern (top) outstripped his sire 
Broad Brush, his victory in the New 
Orleans Handicap-G3 establishing 
him as the all-time leading Maryland- 
bred money-earner, while Square Cut 
passed the half-million dollar mark 
with his triumph in the 
San Luis Obispo Handicap-G2. 

betting, he had the lead over odds-on fa¬ 
vorite Holy Bull when the incident oc¬ 
curred midway through the race, and he 
went on to score by five and a half lengths 
over Primitive Hall. 

In the Gulfstream Park Handicap, 
Cigar again delivered everything that was 
asked, winning ridden out by seven and a 
half lengths as 118-pound highweight 
and odds-on favorite. 

Since trainer Bill Mott switched Cigar 
from turf to dirt last fall, the 5-year-old 
son of Palace Music has reeled off five 
consecutive victories—three in Grade 1 
stakes competition and two in allowance 
company. Undefeated in three starts so 
far this season, he has earned $499,800, 
making him the nation’s third-leading 
1995 money-earner through early April. 

Cigar, owned and bred by nationally 
prominent horseman Allen Paulson, was 
foaled in Maryland—at Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air—when his dam Solar 
Slew (by Seattle Slew) was sent there to 
be bred to Corridor Key. Paulson owns a 
25 percent interest in Corridor Key, who 
is a three-quarter brother to Cigar’s sire 
Palace Music. Corridor Key now stands at 
Shamrock Farms in Woodbine, Md. 

Paulson bought Solar Slew, who is a 
daughter of top Argentinian race mare 
Gold Sun, for $510,000 at the 1984 Cal¬ 
ifornia Thoroughbred Breeders Associa¬ 
tion March sale of 2-year-olds in training. 
Her price was the highest of the year for a 
juvenile filly. 

Although she failed as a race horse — 
retiring as a maiden after seven starts— 
Solar Slew has produced two standouts 
from only two foals to race in U.S. terri¬ 
tory. The other was Mulca (by Raised So¬ 
cially), the 1991 champion imported 3- 
year-old filly in Puerto Rico. Solar Slew 
was sent to Argentina in 1990. 

Concern wins 4-year-old debut 

Any concerns that the 1994 Breeders’ 
Cup Classic-Gl winner might not return 
to form at 4 were erased on March 12 in 
the New Orleans Handicap-G3. Con¬ 
cern, coming back from a four and a half¬ 
month layoff, employed his familiar late- 


running style and charged to a three- 
length victory over Fly Cry. 

Carrying 125 pounds—between 7 and 
15 more than each of his six rivals—Con¬ 
cern traveled the mile and an eighth in 
1:49%, three-fifths of a second slower 
than the track record. 

The victory, worth $120,000, boosted 
his career total to $2,687,450, more than 
any other Maryland-bred has ever earned. 
Concern had previously ranked second to 
his sire Broad Brush, who won $2,656,793. 

The news keeps getting better and 
better for Concern’s owner/breeder 
Robert E. Meyerhoff and trainer Dickie 
Small. Ten days after the New Orleans 
Handicap, a full sister to Concern (by 
Broad Brush out of Fara’s Team) was 
born at MeyerhofPs Fitzhugh Farm in 


Phoenix, Md. Fara’s Team was bred back 
to Broad Brush. 

Evil’s Pic wins six in row 

The colts Afternoon Deelites and Soul 
of the Matter are not the only good West 
Virginia-breds on the current racing 
scene. 

Evil’s Pic, West Virginia’s champion 
2-year-old filly of 1994, extended her im¬ 
pressive string of accomplishments with a 
victory in the Dearly Precious Stakes on 
February 12 at Aqueduct. 

It was the sixth in a row for Ted 
Shapiro’s homebred, who has four stakes 
wins to her credit. Since finishing second 
in her debut at Delaware Park last Au¬ 
gust, Evil’s Pic has moved steadily up the 
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ladder. Her prior successes include a 17- 
length score in Delaware Park’s Everget 
Stakes last October, a division of the Tri- 
State Futurity, and the Ruthless Stakes on 
January 8 at Aqueduct. The winning 
streak was snapped in the filly’s most re¬ 
cent outing, the Cicada Stakes at Aque¬ 
duct on March 26, in which she finished 
fifth. 

Like her more famous counterparts, 
Evil’s Pic, with total career earnings of 
$140,596, was foaled and raised at Vinnie 
and Suzanne Moscarelli’s Country Roads 
Farm near Charles Town. Her sire Picco- 
lino, owned by Shapiro, stood at Country 
Roads when Evil’s Pic was conceived. 


Honor the Hero at top of game 

Honor the Hero turned 7 on January 
1, but age has seemed only to enhance 
the Virginia-bred’s talents. 

All three of his 1995 outings, at Turf 
Paradise, have resulted in impressive wins. 
The gelding shaved four-fifths of a sec¬ 
ond off the five-furlong course record 
while capturing the J. Zac Stakes on Feb¬ 
ruary 5, then came back to take the six- 
furlong Zany Tactics Stakes in a time 
(1:07 1 /5) just two-fifths of a second slower 
than the track and world record (which 
he equaled in winning the 1993 Phoenix 
Gold Cup). 

Both of those races served as preps for 
the piece de resistance—a two-length 
score in the Phoenix Gold Cup-G3 on 
March 19 at Turf Paradise. His time for 
the six furlongs—l:07 1 /s—was identical 
to his previous outing. It was the tenth 
career stakes win for the well-traveled 
runner who has made 52 career starts and 
registered a total of 37 wins and placings. 

A half-brother to stakes winners 
Prenup and Capitalimprovement, Honor 
the Hero (Hero’s Honor—Homewreck- 
er by Buckaroo) was bred by Edward P. 
Evans. He was sold for $25,000 at the 
1989 Keeneland September Yearling sale. 
Honor the Hero, owned by Allan Bur¬ 
dick and Arnulf and Rebecca Ueland and 
trained by Douglas R. Oliver, boosted his 
earnings to $656,337 with his latest win.

Maryland-bred Square Cut boosted 
his earnings over the half-million dollar 
mark—to $625,829, with his victory in 
the Grade 2 San Luis Obispo Handicap 
on February 20 at Santa Anita. 

“He tries hard and gives you 100 per¬ 
cent every time he runs,” said Joe Dev- 
ereux, who trains the 6-year-old Assert 
(Ire) gelding for owner Edwin Wachtel 
(CEO of Members Only clothing). 

Grass specialist Square Cut is part of a 
long-running success story. Devereux, 
who had a long career as a public trainer 
in Maryland before relocating to Califor¬ 
nia a few years ago, claimed Square Cut’s 
dam Diamondsareagirls (by Diamonds 
Are Trump) for $18,500 on behalf of 
owner Arthur Benjamin back in 1986. 

Diamondsareagirls placed in stakes for 
Benjamin and Devereux, and rewarded 
them with $55,827, before Benjamin re¬ 
tired her as a broodmare. Her only two 
foals to race—both bred, but not raced, 
by Benjamin—are Square Cut and Baby 
Diamonds (a 1991 filly by Thirty Eight 
Paces), whom Devereux trained to win 
multiple stakes and earn $125,801. 

Phone Roberto gets the call 

New Jersey-bred Phone Roberto ran 
the race of his life to win the $100,000- 
added El Conejo Handicap on February 
18 at Santa Anita. 

Speeding the five and a half furlongs 
in l:02 1 /s—a fifth of a second away from 
the track record, the 6-year-old son of 
Phone Trick—Imaroberto To by Rober¬ 
to scored by two lengths, to register his 
first career stakes win. 

Phone Roberto, bred by William J. 
Spagnoli, was sold for $37,000 at the 
1990 Keeneland September Yearling sale, 
and resold for $50,000 at the 1991 Bar¬ 
retts March 2-year-olds in training sale. 
He campaigns for Herrick, Herrick and 
No Problem Stable with California-based 
Darrell Vienna as his trainer. The stakes 
win pushed his career earnings to 
$236,958. 

Knockout by Flying Punch 

Dispatched at next-longest odds of 
24-1, Flying Punch packed a wallop in 
the Private Terms Stakes on April 1 at 
Laurel Park, upsetting top-ranking local 
3-year-olds Oliver’s Twist and He’s Got 
Gall. 


Flying Punch, who finished a well- 
beaten second, five and three-quarter 
lengths behind Oliver’s Twist, in the 
Maryland Juvenile Championship last 
December, prevailed by a head over that 
rival in the Private Terms. He’s Got Gall, 
still making his move, crossed the wire 
three-quarters of a length back, in third 
place. 

Bred by Wendy J. Lyons, of Ruxton, 
Md., Flying Punch (out of the Ack Ack 
mare Air Raid Siren) races for Lyons in 
partnership with Milton Higgins. Donald 
Barr, who conditions the colt, said that 
Flying Punch came to hand under a 
toughened training regimen, and should 
continue to hold his own among the 
leaders of his division. 

Awad stages major upset 

Like his owner/breeder Jim Ryan, 
Awad seemed to be fading away from the 
racing game. But it’s not over till it’s 
over, as was proven when Awad carried 
Ryan’s Ryehill Farm colors to a rallying 
$17.20 upset in the Grade 2 Pan Ameri¬ 
can Handicap on March 16 at Gulf- 
stream. 

On the verge of becoming the Mid- 
Adantic region’s newest millionaire, with 
$982,616 in earnings, the 5-year-old was 
as full of run as ever while registering his 
first stakes win in nearly a year. 

Awad, champion Maryland-bred turf 
performer of 1993, was out of commis¬ 
sion for the last eight months of 1994 
with an injured right ankle. However, 
neither Ryan nor trainer David Donk has 
lost faith in the horse, who excels over the 
kind of soft turf course he found in the 
Pan American. 

Awad’s latest win made him the lead¬ 
ing money-earner for his sire Caveat, who 
died recently at Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion. (An obituary appears on page 28 of 
this magazine.) Remarkably, Caveat was 
represented by two winners on closing 
day at Gulfstream: Awad and the 4-year- 
old gelding Beware the Quest, who cap¬ 
tured an allowance race immediately fol¬ 
lowing the Pan American. 

Who Wouldn’t streaks to top 

Victory in the Grade 2 General 
George Stakes on February 20 at Laurel 
Park established Who Wouldn’t as the 
undisputed leader among Maryland- 
based sprinters. 

The 6-year-old Baederwood gelding 
has been a model of consistency since re¬ 


turning to the races last fall after a six- 
month layoff. Following a game second 
to Grade 1 winner Prenup in the BWI 
Airport Maryland Sprint Handicap on 
October 1 (Maryland Million Day), he 
has been undefeated in five starts, includ¬ 
ing three stakes. 

Campaigned by Milton Higgins III, 
his co-breeder, and trained by Donald 
Barr, Maryland-bred Who Wouldn’t 
boosted his career earnings to $444,606 
while getting his first graded stakes win in 
the General George. His time for the sev¬ 
en furlongs missed the 1:2 lVs track 
record by only three-fifths of a second. 


Brushing Gloom—away 

Brushing Gloom, a 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Broad Brush and the Blushing 
Groom (Fr) mare Reina Terra, is the lat¬ 
est graded stakes winner to represent the 
stupendously successful stable of own¬ 
er/breeder Robert E. Meyerhoff and 
trainer Richard W. (Dickie) Small. 

In what was only her fourth career 
outing, she survived a poor start, came 
from far off the pace, wore down the op¬ 
position, and scored by a length in the 
March 18 Fair Grounds Oaks-G3. 

The race also marked a career mile¬ 
stone for jockey Jerilyn Brown, who was 
not only the first female rider to win the 
Fair Grounds Oaks, but also the first to 
compete in it. Brushing Gloom was dis¬ 
patched at odds of 4-5, mostly due to the 
appeal of her entrymate Broad Smile, 
who won three stakes at the recent Fair 
Grounds meeting. Under Brown’s han¬ 
dling, however, Brushing Gloom left lit¬ 
tle doubt who was the better filly that 
day. 

Not that Brushing Gloom’s prior 
record was a downer. Second in her only 
start at 2, she won both her starts at Fair 
Grounds leading up to the mile and a six¬ 
teenth Oaks: a mile and a sixteenth maid¬ 
en event on January 22, and a one mile, 
40-yard allowance race on January 30 by 
seven and a half lengths. 

Reina Terra, who retired to Meyer- 
hoffs broodmare band after winning two 
of her three starts at 3 and earning 
$22,260, was purchased by Meyerhoff at 
the 1988 Keeneland September Yearling 
sale for $100,000. Brushing Gloom is the 
first foal for the mare, who also has a 2- 
year-old Conquistador Cielo colt, Clash 
by Night. Due to foal in early May to the 
cover of Broad Brush, Reina Terra is 
booked back to that sire. 
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Fleg’s victory in the General Charles B. Lyman Handicap (a race named for his 
co-owner Polly Lyman’s late husband) made him the first black-type stakes winner 
for his sire Foligno, who stands at the Lyman family’s Maui Meadow Farm. 


Salute to a tough old gelding 

Gulfstream Park’s $25,000 Methuse¬ 
lah Stakes (for 7-year-olds and up), on 
February 19, showcased Seven Salutes, a 
Maryland-bred who was getting his first 
stakes win at the age of 9. 

It was not the first brush with fame for 
the Salutely gelding, who placed second 
in the $100,000 Jennings Handicap back 
in 1991, and was second in the Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz Maryland Handicap on 1990 
Maryland Million Day. In 117 starts, Sev¬ 
en Salutes has logged 21 wins, 20 sec¬ 
onds and 29 thirds, earning $270,465 
during seven seasons on the race track. 

Sold for $500 at the 1988 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic February Mixed sale, Seven 
Salutes was bred by retired Maryland 
Horse magazine editor Snowden Carter, 
in the name of his North Frontage Farm. 

All is not lost for Gussie Mae 

Winning isn’t everything. Just ask 
Robert Marchiano, a retired New Jersey 
police officer who owns the 6-year-old 
gelding Gussie Mae. 

While making his 78th career start in a 
$7,500 claiming race (maiden claimer, 
that is) at Garden State on March 1, 
Gussie Mae was something of a celebrity. 

In spite of a crowd of well-wishers, 
who bet him down to second-favorite, 
Gussie Mae did not quite make it all the 
way. He led until the stretch of the mile 


and 70-yard race, then faded to second, 
beaten three lengths. Still, his fans could 
take heart. It was the best performance so 
far for the gelding whose previous high¬ 
lights consisted of four third-place finishes. 

“I take a lot of kidding about him,” 
admitted Marchiano. “But he’s special to 
me.” 


Best Birthday makes comeback 

Louis F. John’s Best Birthday, an 8- 
year-old stakes winner making her come¬ 
back after three seasons as a broodmare, 
finished fifth in her return to the races on 
February 15. Best Birthday, a full sister to 
stakes winners Fall Semester and Saucy 
Hanne, has a 2-year-old Storm Cat colt in 
training, but was barren the last two 
years.

Phantom Jet to Walnford 

Phantom Jet, a multiple graded stakes 
winner of $559,855, is standing his first 
full season at stud in 1995 at Joe and 
Karen Jennings’s Walnford Stud, near Al¬ 
lentown, N.J. 

Phantom Jet won nine stakes during a 
a seven-year career that included 65 starts 
and 30 wins or placings. His major victo¬ 
ries consisted of the Tampa Bay Derby 
and Woodlawn Stakes (both Grade 3). 


Phantom Jet, a foal of 1984 by Tri Jet, 
is out of the Mr. Prospector mare Vain 
Gold ($157,114, Gardenia S-G3, 3rd De¬ 
moiselle S-Gl). 

His stud fee is $1,500 live foal. 

Fleg flies for Maui Meadow 

Fleg’s victory in the General Charles 
B. Lyman Handicap on March 4 at 
Philadelphia Park was a thrill of a lifetime 
for his 88-year-old co-owner and breeder 
Polly Lyman. 

Leading nearly wire-to-wire to capture 
the race named for Mrs. Lyman’s late 
husband, Fleg became the first black-type 
stakes winner for his sire Foligno, who 
stands at the Lyman family’s Maui Mead¬ 
ow Farm, near West Chester, Pa. 

Out of the Lymans’ homebred C. C. 
Polly (by *Zografos), 5-year-old Fleg is 
from the first small crop of multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes winner Foligno, who moved to 
Maui Meadow in 1994. 

Foligno has been represented by an 
additional stakes winner, Tuscany Breeze 
(out of Whirlwind Affair by Island Whirl), 
who scored in the Tosmah Handicap, a 
non-black-type race, at Garden State in 
February. 

Foligno (a foal of 1982 by Foolish 
Pleasure—Zerelda by In Reality) stands 
for $1,000 live foal, as property of Au¬ 
gustin Stables. 

First winner for Fair Skies 

First-time starter Fair Miss drew off to 
an eight and a half-length score on March 
2 at Laurel Park, becoming the first win¬ 
ner from the first crop of her sire Fair 
Skies. 

Bred, owned and trained by Carol and 
Carlos Garcia, the 3-year-old filly is out of 
the Gregorian mare Raglan Miss. 

Fair Skies (1988, by Storm Bird—Fair 
Rosalind by Exclusive Native) stands at 
Murmur Farm in Darlington, Md. 

Caveat dies 

Caveat, one of this region’s all-time 
best race horses and sires, collapsed and 
died of an apparent heart attack on Feb¬ 
ruary 21 at Northview Stallion Station in 
Chesapeake City. He was 15. 

Among Maryland-bred race horses 
who have gone on to make stud careers in 
their home state over the last two 
decades, none has achieved more overall 
success than the 1983 Belmont Stakes- 
G1 winner, who led Maryland’s general 
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Caveat, Maryland’s leading sire for three consecutive seasons (1991, ’92 and ’93), 
was also leader nationally among sires of turf runners. His top money-earner, 
Awad, neared the $1-million mark in the March 16 Pan American Handicap-G2. 


sires list for three consecutive seasons: 
1991,’92 and ’93. 

Bred by prominent Maryland horse¬ 
man Jim Ryan’s Ryehill Farm in Mt. Airy, 
Md., Caveat (by Cannonade) was out of 
Cold Hearted (by The Axe II), a mare 
who had given Ryan his first stakes win in 
the 1977 Poinsettia Stakes at Hialeah. 

Campaigned in partnership by Ryan, 
Robert Kirkham and August Belmont, 
under the tutelage of trainer Woody 
Stephens, Caveat started 11 times as a 2- 
year-old, displaying early on the tenacity 
and come-from-behind style that were to 
become his trademarks. Finishing on the 
board in nine of his 11 juvenile outings, 
he annexed the Prince John Stakes (at a 
mile and a sixteenth on the turf), and 
placed in four stakes (three graded). 

Seconds in two major Triple Crown 
preps—the Arkansas Derby-G1 and 
Tropical Park Derby-G2, plus a victory in 
the Derby Trial Stakes, established the 
Maryland-bred as a serious Kentucky 
Derby contender. And he proved to be 
just that, finishing third (to Sunny’s Ha¬ 
lo) after a rough trip in which he was 
forced wide while making his bid in the 
stretch. 

Seeking a second consecutive Belmont 
triumph for his stable, Stephens skipped 
the Preakness and prepped Caveat in a 
mile and a sixteenth allowance race 
against older horses on Memorial Day at 
Belmont Park. Caveat scored by three 
lengths. 

In the Belmont, Caveat ran exactly as 
Stephens had planned. Laffit Pincay Jr. 
rated him off the pace and the two were 
eighth, nine lengths back, after a mile. 
Pincay angled the colt toward the rail en¬ 
tering the final turn and coming out of 
that turn Caveat went after the leaders. 
For a moment it looked as if Caveat’s 
hard luck might prevail again when Slew 
o’ Gold on the outside apparently forced 
the tiring Au Point into Caveat, who 
bounced twice off the rail. Perhaps 
Caveat’s seasoning paid off here as the 
hickory-tough colt continued on, out¬ 
running Slew o’ Gold in the stretch. His 
winning margin was three and a half 
lengths. 

Caveat went out a hero six weeks later, 
an injury suffered during the Belmont 
leading him to early retirement at the 
now-defunct Windfields Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City. His career totals consisted of 
21 starts, six wins, six seconds, four 
thirds, and earnings of $542,190. His 
ability to perform on both turf and dirt, 
proven by the fact that he scored half of 
his wins on the grass, would take on addi¬ 


tional significance as Caveat launched his 
next career. 

Syndicated for $7 million, Caveat lost 
no opportunity in making his mark as a 
sire. He has been represented by 27 
stakes winners and 24 stakes-placed run¬ 
ners, including Awad ($982,616, Secre¬ 
tariat S-Gl, etc.), Timely Warning 
($851,091, Brooklyn Handicap-Gl, 
Budweiser Maryland Classic twice, etc.) 
and Cefis ($785,314, Pennsylvania Der- 
by-G2, etc.). 

Caveat established himself as one of 
the nation’s premier sires of turf runners, 
recording a banner season in 1992 with 
seven stakes winners, all on the turf. That 
year he ranked number one among turf 
sires throughout the country, both by 
number of stakes winners and winners 
(23). 

Caveat is represented (as of mid-April) 
by a total of 192 winners, 72 percent win¬ 
ners from starters, and progeny earnings 
of more than $13 million. 

He was bred to two mares in 1995, 
one of whom has been pronounced in 
foal.

Middletown’s ’95 foal crop 

Joseph and William Stavola’s Middle- 
town Stable, New Jersey’s leading breed¬ 


ing establishment for the last several 
years, has some outstanding future 
prospects among its foal crop of 1995. 

Standouts include a Dayjur colt out of 
the stakes winning mare Missy Slew (by 
Seatde Slew), who is a half-sister to horse 
of the year Lady’s Secret; and a filly by 
Housebuster out of Middletown’s home¬ 
bred star Virgin Michael (by Green 
Dancer). Virgin Michael’s half-brother 
Virginia Rapids was campaigned by Mid¬ 
dletown to New Jersey-bred horse of the 
year honors in 1993 and ’94. 

Virginiana (by Sir Ivor), named New 
Jersey’s broodmare of the year for the last 
two seasons, was barren for 1995 but is in 
good health, according to a spokesperson 
for the farm. The broodmare band at the 
farm in Colts Neck, N.J., numbers about 
a dozen. 

Foaling season at Rutledge Farm 

Hermen Greenberg’s Rudedge Farm, 
near Middleburg, Va., reports that Snug¬ 
gle, dam of 1993 Belmont Stakes-Gl 
winner Colonial Affair, was bred back to 
Pleasant Colony this season, in hopes of 
getting a full sibling to the $ 1.6-million- 
earner. 

Snuggle (by Nijinsky II) produced 
Colonial Affair as her second foal. Only 
10 years old, the mare has two youngsters 
on the farm: a yearling colt by Blushing 
John and a St. Jovite filly at her side. 
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Famous siblings: Colt (left) by Private Terms—Intimate Girl, foaled March 20 at Country Roads Farm in Charles Town, 
W.Va., is primed to follow in the footsteps of his full brother Afternoon Deelites; (right) Bob MeyerhofFs blue hen mare Hay 
Patcher (dam of Broad Brush) and her latest, an Opening Verse colt bom April 2 at Dance Forth Farm in Chestertown, Md.

Cuprills look to future 

As usual, Charles and Luisita Cuprill’s 
Woodvale Farm in Lewisville, Pa., is a 
busy place, with two new stallions—Lord 
at Law and Whiz Along—holding court 
this season, along with proven sire Lord 
Carlos. 

Among the first of the 13 home- 
owned foals due to arrive at Woodvale 
this spring was a handsome colt by Whiz 
Along out of the Cuprills’s stakes-placed 
Lord Carlos mare Opinion ($66,697, 3rd 
Schuylkill S, Blue Mountain Futurity, 
White Rose S). 

Whiz Along, a multiple graded stakes- 
placed earner of $ 5 81,115, is by Cormor¬ 
ant—Answer Back (by Northern An¬ 
swer). 

Lord at Law (Lord Carlos—Jet Law 
by Tri Jet), who won two races during a 
brief but highly promising career com¬ 
promised by injury, is already adding to 
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the Cuprill legacy. Among his first foals 
born at Woodvale this spring is a three- 
quarter brother to stakes-placed Arguen¬ 
do (out of the Banderilla mare Bandita 
Moll). 

Other 1995 arrivals include a full 
brother to stakes winner Striking Lord 
(by Lord Carlos—Stage Fire by Golden 
Act). 

Brilliant Brass still shines 

Brilliant Brass, Maryland-bred horse 
of the year in 1992, has lost no time in 
launching her broodmare career. 

Her Opening Verse colt, born several 
weeks ago at Northview Stallion Station, 
is romping in the pastures at Elaine and 
Nick Bassford’s Memory Lane Farm in 
Davidsonville, Md. Aso at home there is 
Brilliant Brass’s yearling Seeking the Gold 
filly, whom the Bassfords intend to keep 
and race. 

Brilliant Brass (Marine Brass—Bril¬ 
liant Lady by Brilliant Protege), a multi¬ 
ple stakes winner of $767,051, gained 
even more luster recently when her 3- 
year-old full brother He’s Got Gall won 
the March 4 Herat Stakes at Laurel Park. 

The mare was bred back to Waquoit 
for 1996.

A galling experience? 

Patrick Konka and Maureen Johnson 
have no regrets. No regrets. No reg— 


“I’d do the same thing today, if the 
situation were the same,” says Konka. By 
no means wealthy—they both work as 
shelf-stockers for Giant supermarkets in 
Maryland—Konka and Johnson made 
one of the great broodmare buys of all 
time when Brilliant Lady (by Brilliant 
Protege), in foal to Marine Brass, was 
knocked down to them for $1,700 at the 
1991 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed sale. 

The next season Brilliant Lady’s then 
5-year-old daughter Brilliant Brass (by 
Marine Brass) rose from obscurity to be¬ 
come 1992 Maryland-bred horse of the 
year. 

In June, 1992, Konka and Johnson, 
who maintain a small commercial breed¬ 
ing operation at their Bitter Sweet Farm 
near Westminster, Md., got an offer they 
couldn’t refuse, and resold Brilliant Lady 
and her suckling colt. 

Now that colt—named He’s Got Gall 
—has emerged as one of the top 3-year- 
olds in Maryland. 

Far more precocious than his older sis¬ 
ter, He’s Got Gall has yet to turn in a 
poor performance. On the board in each 
of his six career starts, he got his first 
added-money score in the Herat Stakes 
on March 4 at Laurel Park. He’s Got Gall 
led up to the stakes win with a second in 
the January 21 Dancing Count Stakes, 
and returned to finish third in the Private 
Terms Stakes. So far he has earned 
$54,571. 

Trained by Carlos Garcia, who condi¬ 
tioned Elaine Bassford’s Brilliant Brass to 
win multiple stakes and earn $767,051, 
He’s Got Gall campaigns for Hermen 
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Greenberg (breeder of 1993 Belmont 
Stakes winner Colonial Affair). Green¬ 
berg purchased the colt as the $39,500 
sales-topper at the inaugural Horsemen’s 
Bloodstock Services yearling sale in 1993 
at Laurel. 

Meanwhile, Konka and Johnson are 
collecting breeder’s bonuses and savoring 
the rewards that hard work can bring 
even on a shoestring budget. “We each 
put a tremendous amount of time into re¬ 
searching horses,” says Konka. Their re¬ 
cent broodmare purchases include Trou- 
ver (by Buckfinder), a full sister to stakes 
winners Finder’s Choice and Assault 
Landing; that mare is in foal to Carni- 
valay. 

They currendy have four broodmares, 
but are working toward assembling a 
band of about a dozen quality mares. 
“Eventually, we’d like to quit our other 
jobs, and do this full-time,” says Konka. 

How Corter got close to horses 

Fifteen years ago, Deborah Corter 
never dreamed that she’d one day own 27 
Thoroughbred race horses, stand a well- 
bred stallion, and have five runners at the 
track. 

“It all more or less evolved,” says 
Corter, the proprietor of Close Corters 
Farm, in Williamsport, Pa. Although her 
husband, who owns several retail carpet 
stores, helps out with the horses some¬ 
times—as do their four sons aged 14, 16, 
18 and 20—Corter is the one mainly re¬ 
sponsible for foaling and breeding and all 
the other chores involved in running the 
96-acre establishment. 

Part of what keeps her going is the 
emerging success of home stallion Verge, 
who got his first stakes winner from his 
first crop when Master Jasper (owned and 
bred in Pennsylvania by Thomas E. 
Simms) won Philadelphia Park’s Iroquois 
Handicap as a 4-year-old last November. 

“Our goal when we started was to 
breed and sell,” says Corter. “Then we 
got Verge (an 11-year-old son of Aly- 
dar—Edge by Damascus), and we decid¬ 
ed to keep some of his offspring to race 
ourselves.” Corter’s five horses in train¬ 
ing, all by Verge, are with Pennsylvania- 
based trainer Steve Rowan. 

Corter and her family moved to their 
farm in 1983. “Horse crazy” all her life, 
she soon became involved with Quarter 
Horses along with her sons, who showed 
and participated in 4-H. A few years later, 
someone gave Corter a Thoroughbred 
mare, and she found that she “really en¬ 


joyed the breed—I fell in love with the 
animal.” 

Now horses are Corter’s more-than- 
full-time job. 

Lucky Marc Beaumont 

“With luck a little guy like me can do 
well in this business,” says Marc Beau¬ 
mont. At least, that has been his experi¬ 
ence. 

Since claiming a runner named 
Marine’s Hymn for $6,000 in November, 

1993, at Laurel Park, Beaumont has 
maintained a small but active claiming 
stable that has generated more than 
$100,000 over the last six months. He 
won 13 races, with six different horses, in 

1994, in spite of the fact that he never 
had more than three horses at one time. 

Beaumont, who lives in Columbia, 
Md., makes his livelihood in the automo¬ 
bile business, as owner of Columbia Auto 
Sales, Inc. (“The Little Dealer with the 
Big Heart”). But horses have become a 
profitable sideline. 

He credits his trainer William (Eddie) 
Hairfield for much of his success. “Eddie 
does a great job of taking care of the 
horses, and his win percentage is among 
the highest in Maryland,” says Beau¬ 
mont. “I couldn’t ask for a better train¬ 
er.” 

So far, all of Beaumont’s horses have 
come to him via the claim box, but he can 
envision a change in the future. “Some¬ 
day I’d like to get a bigger stable and a 
farm, and do some breeding,” he says.

Margaret C.S. Bockius, 87, a well- 
known horsewoman during the many 
years that she and her late husband Capt. 
Robert W. Bockius made their home at 
Rippling Run Farm in Upperco, Md., 
died February 8 . . . William Breede, 56, 
a Maryland native who owned and oper¬ 
ated Morrissey’s Horse Pullman, died 
March 19. . . Katharine (Kit) Brooks, 
who with her husband David L. Brooks 
maintained the long-successful Hillstead 
Farm breeding and racing operation in 
Maryland, died March 26. She was 64. . . 
Jane Delp, wife of Maryland-based train¬ 
er Richard Delp, died March 10 at age 59 
. . . William C. (Bill) Fisher, a former 
racing official at Thoroughbred tracks in 
Maryland and New Jersey, died March 
10. He was 80. . . Richard E. (Dickie) 
Ford, 68, who had worked at Maryland 
tracks in many capacities, died March 11 


. . . Clarke Gunderson, 8-year-old son 
of Thoroughbred owner Marc Gunder¬ 
son, died February 28 of illness related to 
a lifelong neurological condition. Gun¬ 
derson, of Crowley, Tex., stands the stal¬ 
lion Raykour (Ire) at Green Willow 
Farms near Westminster, Md. . . Lowell 
Addison Hancock, an owner and trainer 
in Maryland and West Virginia for 55 
years, died February 26 at age 98. . . New 
Jersey-based owner/breeder Robert 
Coppola, 53, died January 30. . . Retired 
Maryland Racing Commissioner Carle A. 
Jackson died March 6 at age 88. Al¬ 
though he made his career in the insur¬ 
ance business, with a firm founded by his 
father Howard W. Jackson, four-term 
mayor of Baltimore, Mr. Jackson also 
gained prominence as a former Maryland 
Polo Club player and horseman who rode 
until he was in his 70s. He was a member 
of the Racing Commission from 1959 to 
1978, the longest period ever served by 
anyone on that board. . . Bob McCurley, 
a retired Daily Racing Form correspon¬ 
dent and columnist, died March 8 at his 
home in Cinnaminson, N.J., following a 
long illness. He was 68. . . John C. 
(Jack) Mobberley, 66, a successful own¬ 
er, breeder and trainer of Thoroughbred 
race horses in Maryland since 1963, died 
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March 20 at his Summer Hill Farm in 
West Friendship, Md., following an 
eight-month battle with cancer. Mobber- 
ley, long active in organizations repre¬ 
senting horsemen’s interests, was vice- 
president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association at the time of his 
death . . . Ricard R. Ohrstrom, 72, of 
The Plains, Va., who bred and raced 
steeplechase horses in France and Great 
Britain as well as the United States, died 
February 22. A philanthropist whose spe¬ 
cial interests included the National Sport¬ 
ing Library in Middleburg, Va., Ohr¬ 
strom was a former president of the 
Orange County Hun . . . Edith L. Price, 
who with her husband, the late Bake 
Price, operated the Knotty Pine restau¬ 
rant, a favorite gathering spot near Timo- 
nium race track in the 1950s and ’60s, 
died recently. The Prices bred and owned 
the good handicap horse Yes You Will. . . 
James F. Ryder, 67, of Neptune, N.J., 
the parking supervisor at Meadowlands 
for 15 years before his retirement in 
1991, died January 26. . . Rusty Zim¬ 
merman, 29, a former racing official and 
most recently a jockey’s agent at Mary¬ 
land tracks, died March 28.

Caesars turf series 

The 1995 runnings of the $500,000 
Caesars International-Gl at Adantic City 
on June 25 and the $250,000 Caesars 
Palace Turf Championship-G2 (formerly 
the Sunset Handicap) on July 22 at Holly¬ 
wood Park have been enriched by a bonus 
sponsored by the Caesars organization. 


A horse sweeping both races will receive 
a $750,000 payday, including a $312,500 
bonus added to the winning purses by Cae¬ 
sars World. 

Delaware Park backstretch tours 

Delaware Park will offer a backstretch 
tour program beginning May 20, and 
continuing every Saturday through the 
end of the live meeting (November 5). 

Two tours will be available, from 8 to 
9 a.m. and 8:30 to 9:30 a.m. 

Highlights will include presentations 
by trainers on various aspects of the 
horses’ routines, including grooming, ex¬ 
ercising and feeding. 

Cost, which includes a continental 
breakfast, is $3.50 for adults and $1.50 
for children. 

Monmouth Hall of Champions 

Holy Bull, 1994 horse of the year, and 
Dehere, champion 2-year-old colt of 
1993, will be inducted into the Mon¬ 
mouth Park Hall of Champions in cere¬ 
monies Memorial Day weekend. 

The Hall of Champions, instituted in 
1986, has had a total of 40 inductees, the 
most recent being Black Tie Affair (Ire) 
and Mid-Atiantic-breds Safely Kept and 
Hansel. 

Pimlico /Laurel Park make gains 

Financial health of Laurel Park and 
Pimlico has improved dramatically, ac¬ 
cording to a report issued in mid-March 
by the Maryland Jockey Club. 

Among figures reported: 


♦ Total wagering in Maryland on Thor¬ 
oughbred races reached an all-time 
record $461,524,827, an increase of al¬ 
most $64 million, or 16 percent, from 
1993. 

♦ Total wagering on Maryland races at 
sites around the country outside of Mary¬ 
land (exclusive of wagering on single 
races such as the Preakness) similarly rose 
to an all-time record $129,680,746, an 
increase of $36.5 million, more than 39 
percent over 1993. 

♦ Total revenues for Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred racing—including purses, the 
Maryland Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Fund, the race tracks and the race track’s 
pension fund—from the wagering handle 
rose to $82,931,156 from $73,725,433 
in 1993, representing an increase of $9.2 
million, or 12.5 percent. 

♦ Gross revenues for Laurel and Pimlico 
rose to $54,576,799 from $48,185,044 
in 1993, representing an increase of al¬ 
most $6.4 million, or more than 13 per¬ 
cent. This represents an all-time high in 
gross revenues for a 12-month period. 
(While $57.3 million in gross revenues 
was reported in 1988, that report repre¬ 
sented a 14-month period.) 

♦ Laurel and Pimlico reported a profit on 
a combined basis of $1,167,662, the first 
combined profit generated by the two 
tracks since 1988. This represents a dra¬ 
matic turnaround from the $7.2 million 
loss reported in 1993. 

♦ Revenues from the wagering handle 
contributed to the Maryland Thorough¬ 
bred Purse Account to fund purses rose 
to $36,879,265 in 1994, representing an 
increase of $3,533,188, or 10.6 percent, 
from the $33.3 million generated for the 
purse account in 1993. This represents 
the highest total revenues available for 
purses since 1990. 

♦ Despite one of the worst winters in re¬ 
ported history, total attendance for Mary¬ 
land Thoroughbred racing rose to 
2,752,490 in 1994, an increase of 
128,551, or almost five percent, from 

1993. These attendance figures are esti¬ 
mates, however, since no attendance is 
kept at OTB facilities or on simulcast-on¬ 
ly racing days. 

♦ All-time attendance and handle marks 
were established on Preakness Day in 

1994. For the first time ever, more than 
100,000 fans visited the eight Maryland 
wagering sites and bet over $8.1 million 
on Preakness Day. In addition, over 
$21.4 million was wagered on the Preak¬ 
ness throughout the country, another all- 
time record.

Riverboats and casinos 
fail to make inroads 

Mid-Adantic states resist forces 
pushing for expansion of gaming

L egislatures throughout the mid-Atlantic states have 
not been immune to the nationwide push for expansion of casi¬ 
no gaming. Indeed, in each statehouse, legislation purported to 
be pending in neighboring states has been cited to lend ur¬ 
gency to gaming bills introduced. But, while entrepreneurs from throughout 
the region have teamed up with national gaming companies to lobby vigorously 
for legislation that would open the door to casinos of one kind or another, 
there have been no real inroads. 


Pari-mutuel racing interests, for 
the most part, have not supported 
such efforts (at least not in public) 
and, in fact, have continued among 
the opposition. 

There is intense interest in secur¬ 
ing one of the first licenses for what 
would be in this highly populated 
corridor the first full-fledged casinos 
in or close to such major cities as Bal¬ 
timore, Philadelphia or Washington. 
The reason for the interest is obvious: 
in a virgin gaming market, especially 
one perceived as ripe for despoliation, 
the financial potential of a casino 
could be astronomical. 

Three years ago, the New England 
market for gaming was similarly un¬ 
sullied when 318 “native Ameri¬ 
cans,” officially the Mashantucket Pe- 
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quot Tribal Nation, took advantage 
of the federal Indian Gaming Law to 
turn its eastern Connecticut bingo 
parlor into a full-fledged casino. To¬ 
day, the Foxwoods Resort Casino, 
having already expanded tenfold, is 
the region’s largest attraction, draw¬ 
ing 40,000 visitors a day. 

Still the only casino-gaming facili¬ 
ty in New England, Foxwoods has 
had such overwhelming success that 
it is now billed as “the largest and 
most profitable casino in the Western 
hemisphere.” Technically sovereign, 
the Tribal Nation voluntarily, and 
through a slot-machine contract, 
paid the state of Connecticut and lo¬ 
cal jurisdictions more than $120 mil¬ 
lion in tribute in 1994. Expansion of 
the huge resort is so rapid and on 


such a grand scale that it is without 
any modern precedent. 

Gaming companies are aware both 
that there are no Indian reservations 
near the large cities of the mid-At¬ 
lantic region and also that the gov¬ 
ernments of these traditional horse 
racing states—like all governments 
everywhere—could use an extra $100 
million. What they envision is a new 
Foxwoods-scale facility in the mid- 
Atlantic region and, given that the 
Connecticut numbers are so huge, 
they have been walling to spend vast 
amounts of money and to give almost 
any concession to get it. 

Virginia 

In Richmond, as in Charleston and 
Harrisburg, the main approach has 
been to seek authorization of river- 
boats, the standard “door-opener” in 
states deemed unlikely to accept land- 
based casinos. Jurisdictions located 
inland from oceans or rivers and their 
legislators are argued to have (or 
need) no opinion on the matter. So 
far, Virginia legislators have not 
bought into it, and in 1995, two 
riverboat bills were defeated without a 
fight when they were withdrawn in 
committee for lack of support. 

This setback was not due to a lack 
of effort. Some 15 different gaming 
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companies lobbied in Richmond to 
legalize casinos, but while six firms 
(Virginia Riverboat Council) pushed 
riverboat bills, the others had differ¬ 
ent agendas. Specific reasons given as 
to why riverboat gaming failed in Vir¬ 
ginia in 1995 are a) that this is an 
election year for all 140 legislators, b) 
that all the proponents did not work 
together, and c) that there remains 
statewide sentiment for allowing 
horse racing a “running start.” 

Some, but not all, gaming inter¬ 
ests have vowed to return to Virginia 
in 1996. 

West Virginia 

A similar setback for casino forces 
occurred in Charleston when the ten- 
member West Virginia Riverboat As¬ 
sociation saw its well-financed, two- 
year effort unexpectedly evaporate. 
The sponsor of the primary riverboat 
(or “dockside”) bill, the Speaker of 
the House, suddenly announced that 
the subcommittee considering his bill 
should drop it due to a perceived lack 
of support in the legislature. Most ex¬ 
perts credited a grass roots campaign 
that generated substantial anti-casino 
mail for legislators. 

After two years of intense pressure 
by hired lobbyists (including, in 

1995, seven former members of the 
legislature), the pro-casino interests 
in West Virginia are uncertain about 
their next move. While a state-wide 
referendum in November is an op¬ 
tion, it is not seen as a particularly 
promising one in the mostly rural 
state. And because 1996 will be a gu¬ 
bernatorial election year, there is 
widespread expectation that passing 
gaming legislation of any kind in 
West Virginia would be even harder 
than in 1995. 

Some say the issue will be back in 

1996, one way or the other. 

Pennsylvania 

When Pennsylvania Governor 
Tom Ridge (R) was campaigning last 
fall, he said he would support river- 
boats, but only on the condition that 
they be approved in a statewide refer¬ 
endum. While some felt this posi¬ 


tion—after years of rigid opposition 
from former Governor Bob Casey— 
might open the door for the pro-casi¬ 
no forces, almost no one on either 
side of the issue believes such a refer¬ 
endum would pass. 

In Harrisburg in the meantime, 
both houses of the Legislature are 
now controlled by Republicans, with 
whom the gaming lobbyists have lit¬ 
tle rapport. While legislation was in¬ 
troduced perfunctorily during March 
to legalize up to 25 riverboats in the 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh and Erie ar¬ 
eas, it’s widely believed that the bill, 
which calls for county referenda and 
licensing fees of up to $30 million per 
facility, was “dead on arrival.” 

The allure of the state’s potentially 
rich gaming market continues strong, 
but the commitment of the pro-gam¬ 
ing interests has appeared to wane (as 
mobilization of the anti forces has 
waxed). Given that Pennsylvania has 
just started a two-year legislative ses¬ 
sion, there seems very little likelihood 
of casinos or riverboats there soon. 

New Jersey 

There is no serious move to au¬ 
thorize casinos outside of Atlantic 
City, although a bill passed in Tren¬ 
ton to allow existing casinos more 
gaming floor for each hotel room 
could eliminate or reduce some race 
books in Atlantic City. While legisla¬ 
tors in other states sometimes employ 
the specter of competition as a ratio¬ 
nale for expanded gaming at home, 
casinos have existed in this region for 
two decades. There are full-fledged 
casinos—drinks, slots, VLTs, craps, 
roulette, card games, race books, 
etc.—at Atlantic City, within an easy 
drive from Baltimore, New York, 
Philadelphia and Washington. 

Maryland 

Pro-casino forces in Annapolis 
were at their most visible in 1995, 
with a number of gambling-related 
bills introduced and at least a dozen 
lobbyists working on the issue. Gov¬ 
ernor Parris Glendening, who op¬ 
posed casinos during his campaign, 


has seemed to move toward becom¬ 
ing an advocate of “doing it right,” 
meaning, we suppose, fashioning any 
new gaming legislation in such a way 
as to maximize the tax revenues to 
the state government. While his 
threatened veto certainly helped kill 
the bills, his reason was not opposi¬ 
tion to casinos but the need for time 
to develop a “road map.” 

Some groups, the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association included, advo¬ 
cated appointment of a joint casino 
study committee comprised entirely 
of legislators on the grounds that, 
were such a committee to come up 
with a pro-casino conclusion, the 
horse industry, having been solely an 
outside resource, would be free to 
oppose it. Instead, a “blue ribbon 
task force” was created: two senators, 
two legislators and five “public” 
members (at least one racing advo¬ 
cate?) to be appointed by the Gover¬ 
nor. 

In related last-minute legislation, 
the legislature took a charitable gam¬ 
ing bill—largely focused on Prince 
George’s County outside of Wash¬ 
ington—and added a sunset provi¬ 
sion that could end charitable gam¬ 
ing in two years. Some insiders 
consider this a victory for the casino 
forces, who see charitable games, 
which amount to a $30 million in¬ 
dustry in Maryland, as an opponent. 
Race tracks are officially opposed to 
casinos, but only if they are “in com¬ 
petition with racing,” which means 
that, under appropriate rules and 
conditions, casino games at race 
tracks would be welcomed. 

One of the specific subjects to be 
studied by the Governor’s task force 
is the likelihood of casino competi¬ 
tion in neighboring racing states. In 
Maryland, the makeup and, hence, 
the final report, of this so-called blue 
ribbon task force will be critical to 
the legislature’s action regarding ex¬ 
panded gaming in 1996. 

Our survey reveals that the threat 
of casino gaming in other states 
throughout the region, at least for 
the foreseeable future, has been over¬ 
played. ❖ 
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Delaware Park looks forward 
to new era with slot machines

A re slot machines ringing 
in a new era of prosperity for 
Delaware Park? 

A thousand times “yes,” says 
William M. Rickman Jr., president of 
the New Stanton, Del., facility. 

Although one-armed bandits will 
not actually be in operation at 
Delaware Park until mid-August (the 
exact date when the first wave of 
1,000 machines will move into the 
grandstand has not yet been set), the 
promise of expanded wagering has al¬ 
ready proved a boon to the track’s 
business, according to Rickman. 

Delaware Park’s 1995 live race 
meeting opened April 15, with a 
$60,000 average daily purse distribu¬ 
tion—up about $12,000 from last 
fall. Only a few days after the spring 
opening, it was announced that purs¬ 
es would rise another ten percent, ef¬ 
fective with the next condition book. 

“In recent years, Delaware Park 
has been attacked from all directions 
by competition,” says Rickman. 
“Now we have something that will 
allow us to compete: we can offer 
something that the other tracks don’t 
have.” 

Since the passage of legislation in 
1994 to allow slot machines at Dela¬ 
ware Park, other tracks have been far 
more willing to enter into simulcast 
agreements, explains Rickman. Ex¬ 
tensive simulcasting has already 
boosted the bottom line, and this 
trend is expected to continue. 

The track, which is open seven 
days a week, year-round, for simul¬ 
casting, has posted a 20 to 25 percent 
increase in simulcast revenues so far 
in 1995. In early March, the simul¬ 
cast handle topped $2 million in a 
single week. 
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“A lot of other tracks had been 
waiting for us to go out of business,” 
remarks Rickman. “Suddenly, they’re 
aware that we’re not going anywhere 
but up.” 

How other tracks will be affected 
by Delaware Park’s change in direc¬ 
tion is yet to be seen. But it has ap¬ 
parently already led to one skirmish 
with the Maryland tracks (whose 
OTB outlet Poor Jimmy’s, in Elkton, 
is in direct competition with the 
Delaware track). 

When Pimlico/Laurel Park’s simul¬ 
casting director notified Rickman of 
those tracks’ intention not to take the 
Delaware signal in 1995, and higher- 
ups failed to return Rickman’s phone 
calls, as explained by Rickman, the 
Delaware Park president made his 
plight public at the April meeting of 
the Maryland Racing Commission. 

The situation was soon resolved, 
amicably according to Rickman, with 
an agreement that calls for the Mary¬ 
land tracks to simulcast Delaware 


Park’s live racing card on Tuesdays 
and Wednesdays. Delaware Park will 
simulcast Maryland’s races year- 
round. 

Regionalism is the doctrine es¬ 
poused by Rickman, who believes 
that an upswing at Delaware Park can 
mean better business for all. A num¬ 
ber of horsemen from outside this re¬ 
gion have been lured to Delaware by 
the higher purses and expected in¬ 
creases. 

“We opened with 700 horses on 
the grounds, which is about 200 
more than we’ve started out with in 
the past,” says Rickman. “And more 
continue to arrive daily, as stables 
move up from Florida.” 

“The future looks very bright,” he 
continues. In a very short time, we 
expect to be distributing $80- 
$100,000 a day in purses. And it 
could even go up from there. 

“Delaware Park has taken control 
of its own destiny. We believe we 
have the longterm solution.” ❖ 
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Lyman family takes 
thorough approach to business

In any operation other than Maui Meadow Farm, a lack of 
hierarchy could spell disaster. But for the Lyman family, a self-described 
group of “all chiefs and no Indians,” command goes to the one who 
happens to answer the phone or greet a client at the office door. And 
whether the greeter is matriarch Polly Lyman, her son Charles B. Ly¬ 
man Jr., his son Charles III, or another family member, farm business is 
conducted professionally and competently. 


The late General Charles B. Lyman 
Sr., who founded Maui Meadow Farm 
in 1946, would have had it no other 
way. The Chester County farm has four 
generations of horsemen carrying on 
his labor of love, begun with show 
horses and now entering its fifth decade 
with race horses. Its 79 lush, rolling 


Effective May 1, PA-bred owner 
bonuses were hiked to 45 percent of 
purse share on most overnight races.

acres are in no danger of development 
—“although real estate people call us 
every day,” says Charles Lyman Jr. wry¬ 
ly—because the farm is having some of 
its best success ever. Home stallions 
Foligno and T. V. Alliance are siring 
black-type winners, and the Lymans 
are busy foaling, breaking and training 


$5,000, and all maiden races; and 2) at 
Penn National, those races when en¬ 
tered for a claiming price of less than 
$3,500, and maiden races when entered 
for a claiming price of less than $10,000. 

The bonus payment is considered 
part of the horse’s official earnings, and 
is paid directly into the owner’s ac¬ 
count at the track. The bonus amount, 
plus the purse share, combine to pro¬ 
vide the basis from which breeder and 
stallion awards are calculated. 


race horses for themselves and long¬ 
time clients. 

If things ever get too hectic, the Ly¬ 
mans look to the woman who lives in 
the great stone house at the top of the 
tree-lined drive. “Mother gives us lec¬ 
tures on how things should be done,” 
says her son, who at age 60 still gra¬ 
ciously defers to the wisdom of another 
generation. Today the farm is home to 
67 Thoroughbreds, a number that in¬ 
creases with each new foal, and Mrs. 
Lyman can track them all by pedigree 
and performance to the year when 
Maui Meadow began. 

Their foundation mare was Pul- 
cinella, a daughter of *Blenheim II pre-

sented to General Lyman by Marion du 
Pont Scott as a welcome-home gift 
when he returned from World War II. 
“We’re running this mare’s great-great- 
grandchildren now,” relates Charles Jr. 

When Pulcinella was bred to farm 
stallion Cosmic Bomb, who is immor¬ 


talized as the sire of Cosmah (dam of 
Tosmah, Halo, Fathers Image, Mari- 
beau, etc.), she produced Apple Bomb, 
the granddam of T.V. Alliance. “We 
stood Cosmic Bomb for years and 
watched him top the national brood¬ 
mare sires list for five years,” says 
Charles Lyman Jr, who adds that the 
grand stallion is buried on the farm. 

In the early days, before Maui 
Meadow became known for its stal¬ 
lions, show horses were its calling card. 
General Lyman was so accomplished a 
rider that at age 45, while stationed at 
Fort Riley, Kans., he earned a berth on 
the United States Equestrian Team 
with Maui Girl, the horse for whom 
the farm is named. The General de¬ 
clined the honor, and later competed 
aboard his great mare back East. His 
son also took many national titles with 
a string of top horses. 

“Devon, Madison Square Garden, 
we went through it all,” says Charles Jr. 
He won the Olympic trials while still 
in high school, but his parents decided 
academics should come before show¬ 
ing. Lyman’s gelding, Hallienda, went 
with William Steinkraus to the Games 
and won the silver medal in a Grand 
Prix jumping event. 


“Showing was a big part of our fami¬ 
ly ... my kids won championships on 
their ponies, right on down the line . . . 
but it’s just about history now. I love 
racing, and I don’t miss the show ring 
at all,” he says. 

After an Army stint of his own, 
Charles Jr. returned from Germany in 
1959 a married man. Erika, his wife, still 
ponies young horses 
on the farm’s train¬ 
ing track, and 
Charles also occa¬ 
sionally rides when 
pressed into service. 
Evidence of their 
longstanding devo¬ 
tion to anything 
equine—not neces¬ 
sarily Thorough¬ 
bred—is seen in 
their roster of lead 
ponies, a grand to¬ 
tal of three, over 
many, many years. 
“Our first one was Pancho. Then we 
had Big Foot, who ponied his last horse 
at age 35. Now we have Billy, and no¬ 
body knows how old he is,” says 
Charles Jr. “They’re family.” 

When they’re not sending out sets 
to jog or gallop, the Lymans man the 
farm’s equine pool, installed nine years 
ago to rehabilitate injured runners. Flat 
race horses share the pool with timber 
and event horses, whose trainers sched¬ 
ule appointments at Maui Meadow 
when the ground is frozen or too hard 
for training. “There’s no off-season for 
us,” Charles says. “When we say we’re a 
full-service facility, that’s the complete 
truth. We go from birth to death, and 
everything in between, so it’s a good 
thing there are a lot of us here to do the 
work.” 

Among the clients who have shared 
in the success of Maui Meadow is Rus¬ 
sell C. Mucklow, of nearby Chadds 
Ford, co-breeder/owner of Foligno’s 
first-crop star Fleg. Winner of the Gen¬ 
eral Charles B. Lyman Handicap at 
Philadelphia Park in March, Fleg is the 
highlight of a 15-year partnership be¬ 
tween Mucklow and the family. “We 
started with one horse for him, and to¬ 
day he has 16 or 17 with us, from babies 
to race horses,” says Lyman. 


Mucklow and other clients—“we’re 
big on partners, because that way we all 
can afford to have more horses run¬ 
ning”—await 1997 even as this year’s 
juveniles prepare to make the races, 
and new foals, mirror images of Folig- 
no, hit the ground. “We have four bom 
and 12 to go, and so far, they all look to 
be gray. We tell our trainer, Guadalupe 
Preciado, ‘In two years, you’ll have 
more than a dozen gray horses to train, 
so we’ll have to keep their names 
straight!’ ” 

Win photos of Foligno’s and T. V. 
Alliance’s offspring abound in the 
homes of the Lymans, but the most 
cherished photograph for the family is 
one of General Lyman accepting the 
sword of surrender from the leader of 
the Japanese infantry. “Dad played a 
big part in helping to end the war,” 
Charles says modestly. His mother re¬ 
calls that Charles was just 6 years old, 
the family stationed in Hawaii, when 
the Japanese attacked. Four years 
passed before they again saw the Gen¬ 
eral, who served as attack commander 
of the 32nd division. 

Upon his retirement, the General 
launched a new campaign, helping to 
establish a breeders’ incentive program 
for Pennsylvania. Years later, his family 
relies heavily on awards and bonuses 
earned by their stallions’ progeny. “It’s 
critical to have enhancements for 
Thoroughbred breeding in this state,” 
Lyman says. “Pennsylvania-breds are 
claimed like crazy now, which means 
people recognize the importance of 
those bonuses. We stress racing, not 
selling, when people breed to our stal¬ 
lions, because that’s where the depend¬ 
able money is.” 

Ironically, the Lymans have no 
Foligno or T. V. Alliance youngsters of 
their own pointed for this year’s state 
futurities. “But we have homebreds by 
Norquestor, Iron and Loyal Pal, among 
others,” says Lyman. “And we’re aim¬ 
ing Fleg for the Pennsylvania Sprint 
Championship in November.” 

Fleg’s dam C. C. Polly and grand¬ 
dam Exclusive Alliance both have 
been bred to Foligno for 1996. “We al¬ 
ways have a lot to look forward to,” 
says Lyman. “That’s what keeps us go¬ 
ing.”

Retired race horses find 
renewed purpose with youths 

Thoroughbred Retirement Foundation program 
launched at Hickey School in Maryland 


A ndre Wheeler, 32, wears 
many hats during the course 
of a working day. Farm man¬ 
ager . . . youth role model . . . horse 
care expert. . . teacher . . . inspira¬ 
tional leader. 

It’s all part of his job as manager 
of the Thoroughbred Retirement 
Foundation’s program at the Charles 
H. Hickey Jr. School in Baltimore 
County, Md. 

“What I tell the students is this,” 
says Wheeler, gesturing toward seven 
aging geldings nibbling at the stub¬ 
bly spring grass. “These aren’t just 
horses. They are retired athletes, who 
performed—in some cases gave their 
all—for us. And we are responsible 
for taking care of them, because they 
can’t take care of themselves. 

“You’re different from them—you 
can take care of yourself.” 


The therapeutic benefits of allow¬ 
ing adult prison inmates to care for 
retired race horses has been well- 
proven at Wallkill Farm in upstate 
New York, where the TRF has main¬ 
tained a program for the last 11 years. 

Now the TRF is branching out 
with a new project at the Hickey 
School, a facility for incarcerated 
male youths aged 14 to 17. In the 
planning stages for a long and some¬ 
times hopeless-seeming five years be¬ 
fore it opened last July, the Hickey 
School program is a joint effort of the 
TRF, the state of Maryland and 
Youth Services International, which 
runs the Hickey School. 

“All three entities have the same 
goal,” says Monique Koehler, presi¬ 
dent of the TRF, who was the driving 
force behind the effort. “That is to 


see these kids have some success in 
their lives.” 

Eventually, the TRF intends to 
house 45 to 50 retired race horses at 
the Hickey School, which is situated 
on former farmland north of Balti¬ 
more city. About 125 acres of the 
state-owned land could be converted 
to horse pasture, as the project pro¬ 
gresses. Right now, the facilities con¬ 
sist of two large fields (with fencing 
soon to begin on a third), one run-in 
shed (and another under construc¬ 
tion), and a seven-stall barn that has 
been converted from a maintenance 
garage. Classroom instruction, an im¬ 
portant component of the program, 
takes place in a converted construc¬ 
tion trailer, neatly decorated inside 
with pictures of various equine 
breeds and tables of horse magazines 
and books. 

Nineteen students are currently 
enrolled in the program. “Some of 
the students sign up just as a way to 
get out of their unit,” says Wheeler. 
“Then they start coming down here, 
and after a week or so you can actual¬ 
ly see the change in them. They 
smile. They open up, and a lot of that 
anger goes out of them.” 

Good ol’ boys like Dance for a 
Change (alias Moocher), who fin¬ 
ished first or second in 28 of his 94 
career starts, earning $84,213 in sev¬ 
en seasons on the race track, are ap¬ 
preciative of whatever apples and 
sugar come their way, and almost 
never criticize the giver. 

“These kids really bond with the 
horses,” says Wheeler, speaking with

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wisdom derived from years as a 
groom and assistant trainer for vari¬ 
ous prominent stables, including 
Greentree, Dogwood, Due Process, 
and most recently, Laurel-based 
trainer Dean Gaudet. 

“Blue Mug (a stakes-placed earner 
of $249,695 who made 85 starts, 
registering 24 wins, 13 seconds and 
14 thirds) took a special liking to one 
boy. I said, ‘See, he likes you. Look at 
the way he brightens up when you 
walk into his stall.’ The student said, 
‘He does!?”’ recounts Wheeler. 

Most of the students involved 
with the horse program at Hickey are 
serving relatively short sentences—30 
to 90 days, so there is steady turnover 


among those Wheeler works with. 
But he gets to know each student 
personally, since the group is divided 
into three classes, each of which 
spends about an hour a day in the 
barn. After a week-long trial period, a 
student gets to choose the horse who 
will be “his” for the remainder of the 
term. 

Classroom instruction is handled 
by Deborah Lagorio, a teacher em¬ 
ployed by Hickey School. “These 
classes on horses have turned out to 
be a wonderful way to motivate stu¬ 
dents to learn basic educational 
skills—the three Rs,” points out 
Koehler. “ ‘Suppose somebody gives 
you a horse,’ the teacher will explain, 


‘O.K., now how much will it cost to 
feed him, and have his feet trimmed?’ 
All kinds of math skills come into 
play. Or a student might get interest¬ 
ed in reading a book about horses, or 
write a poem about his horse. It’s a 
whole new approach for a lot of these 
kids who have been turned off by the 
educational system.” ❖

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Natives still recall this 
Preakness day in June 

Upset winner Polynesian founded 
dynasty after victory a half-century ago

I T WAS INDEED A RARE DAY IN JUNE, 1945, WHEN THE FORCES OF HISTO- 
ry and the vagaries of horse racing came together to create one of the 
most unusual Preaknesses on record. 

Due to the wartime ban on horse racing—which, ironically, had just 
been imposed on January 3, when allied success seemed assured—it had ap¬ 
peared unlikely that the Derby, Preakness or Belmont Stakes would be run at all 
that year. Then on May 9 victory was declared in Europe, and the tracks scram¬ 
bled to resume operation. 


Pimlico conducted a ten-day 
meeting in May—without the Preak¬ 
ness. After that, excitement built for 
the track’s gala one-day re-opening 
on June 16. The Preakness was 
scheduled that day, a week after the 
Kentucky Derby. It would be the first 
and only time the Preakness has been 
run in June at Pimlico. 

Making the most of the occasion, 
Pimlico carded on the same program 
four additional stakes, including the 
Dixie Handicap and Pimlico Oaks. 
Like an early version of the Breeders’ 
Cup, the rich events drew many of 
the top performers of that era. Near¬ 
by Delaware Park shut down that day 
in deference to the great expecta¬ 
tions. 

Perhaps it was only appropriate 
that, in the midst of such fanfare, a 
previously unheralded Thorough¬ 


bred rose to fame. His name was 
Polynesian. 

In that year’s Kentucky Derby, 
Hoop Jr. galloped home a six-length 
winner under jockey Eddie Arcaro, 
staking a claim as master of the 3- 
year-old division. Hoop Jr. appeared 
ready for another day in the sun after 
leaving 15 rivals in the dust at 
Churchill Downs (his owner Fred 
Hooper, incidentally, has rarely been 
away from the limelight in the 50 
years since then, and is still active in 
racing today, well into his 90s). 

Owners of only three horses from 
the Derby field—Darby Dieppe, Sea 
Swallow and Alexis—were brave 
enough to challenge Hoop Jr. again 
in the Preakness. Nine horses went to 
the post for Maryland’s premier 
horse race. Among the most obscure 
of them was Polynesian, mostly over¬ 
looked at odds of 12 -1. 


Only the most astute racing ob¬ 
servers, such New York racing secre¬ 
tary Charles J. McLennan, were later 
credited with having recognized the 
potential of the colt trained by for¬ 
mer amateur race rider Morris Dixon. 

Chances are Polynesian, who was 
owned by Mrs. P.A.B. Widener, 
would have had even fewer backers if 
his history had been widely known. 
Bred by Elmendorf Farm, Polynesian 
(by Unbreakable) was an orphan, his 
dam Black Polly (by *Polymelian) 
having died of colic soon after his 
birth. 

Polynesian survived by drinking 
cow’s milk from a bucket. But his 
struggles didn’t end there. After 
turning 2, the colt developed a mysti¬ 
fying paralysis following one of his 
workouts. His condition was de¬ 
scribed by Dixon in Joe Palmer’s This 
Was Racing : “ c He wouldn’t move if 
he could help it. We had to haul him 
out of his stall in the morning and 
when we got him in the paddock, 
he’d just stand there—only a few 
steps all day. Then at night we had to 
haul him back in.’” 

Although various remedies were 
tried, Dixon regarded the colt’s 
“cure” as a miracle: Polynesian was 
standing under a tree at Dixon’s 
Pennsylvania farm. Overhead was a 
hornet’s nest. Suddenly, stirred by 
something, the hornets attacked the 
colt. Polynesian forgot his paralysis 
and took off like a rocket. 
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“ ‘It had taken four men to load 
him. Now it took four men to catch 
him,’ ” Dixon said in describing the 
scene.

All of that had become ancient 
history, however, by the time the 
field of nine was loaded into the start¬ 
ing gate for the Preakness. The tem¬ 
perature was a hot and almost un¬ 
bearably sticky 96 degrees. Through 
the haze, most eyes were focused on 
Hoop Jr., installed as 1.35-1 co-fa- 
vorite with Pavot, a colt Polynesian 
had beaten early that month in the 
Withers Stakes. 

When the field broke, Polynesian 
quickly took the lead with jockey 
Wayne Wright and ran the entire race 
as if he might be remembering the 


hornets. His winning margin was two 
and a half lengths over Hoop Jr., 
with Darby Dieppe finishing third. 

Polynesian, as frontrunner, es¬ 
caped interference by Hoop Jr., who 
swerved to the inside nearing the 
wire and caught the rallying Darby 
Dieppe in close quarters. The Derby 
winner was observed to be gimpy be¬ 
fore the race, and returned lame with 
an injury later diagnosed as a bowed 
tendon. 

For Polynesian, the Preakness 
would be the first chapter in a re¬ 


markable career. He went on to win a 
total of 18 stakes, while recording 27 
victories in 58 starts and earning 
$310,410. Then, in the breeding 
shed, he gained immortality as the 
sire of champion Nadve Dancer, 
progenitor of the Raise a Native and 
Northern Dancer sire lines.

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Surgery brightens prospects 
for colt with breathing problem 

Cloud’s Forty Four’s successful comeback proves 
value of technique performed at New Bolton Center

A LOT OF HOPES WERE RIDING 
on a gray colt named Cloud’s 
Forty Four when he went 
wire-to-wire to win the allowance 
feature on March 22 at Laurel Park. 

To say that the three-quarter- 
length triumph was a victory for 
modern veterinary medicine isn’t 
stretching the point. 

That’s because only six months 
earlier, Cloud’s Forty Four, owned 
and bred by Phyllis and Bill Fitzgib¬ 
bons of Riderwood, Md., had under¬ 
gone “cutting edge” surgery at New 
Bolton Center. 

“Frequently, when a horse devel¬ 
ops the type of condition that he had, 
it’s assumed that his racing career is 
over,” said Dr. James V. Stewart, the 
local veterinarian who cares for the 
colt trained by Pimlico-based condi¬ 
tioner Richard Delp. “For him to re¬ 
turn to complete function shows just 
how far the veterinary profession has 
come.” 

The illness that a decade ago 
would almost certainly have spelled 
the end of Cloud’s Forty Four’s rac¬ 
ing career is known as arytenoid 
chondritis. Which means, basically, 
that the cartilage (sometimes referred 
to as flaps) found on the right and 
left at the opening to the windpipe 
had become inflamed and thickened. 
The valve that is normally formed by 
this cartilage no longer opened and 
closed properly, and the colt’s 
breathing process was severely im¬ 
paired. 

“This is a fairly common problem 
in race horses,” says New Bolton 
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Center’s chief of surgery, Dr. Eric P. 
Tulleners. 

Rarely, however, had Phyllis 
Fitzgibbons and her husband, a Balti¬ 
more roofing contractor, who bred 
Cloud’s Forty Four from their stakes- 
winning mare Arctic Cloud, been so 
disappointed. The colt, who got his 
name because he was born on the 
Fitzgibbonses’ 44th wedding anni¬ 
versary, had with good reason be¬ 
come a family favorite. 

Proving his talent right off the bat 
as a 2-year-old in 1993, Cloud’s 
Forty Four was the first member of 
his sire Private Terms’s freshman 
crop to score a win. He ended up his 
juvenile season stakes-placed, with a 


third in the Primer Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes, and remained competitive 
with the best of his division at 3 last 
season, placing second in the Deput¬ 
ed Testamony and third in the Goss 
L. Stryker Stakes. 

Then last June 25, in an allowance 
race at Laurel Park, the Fitzgibbons 
homebred literally ran out of steam, 
finishing some 27 lengths up the 
track. 

Soon after that, Cloud’s Forty 
Four made his first trip to the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania’s New Bolton 
Center. Recounts Dr. Tulleners: “At 
that time, the chondritis was in an 
early phase: there was a granuloma, 
or growth, on the left side of the air- 
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way. We excised that growth, using 
laser surgery. It was a relatively minor 
procedure, similar to removing a 
polyp from the vocal chords.” 

By the end of August, Cloud’s 
Forty Four resumed racing, and on 
September 20, he won an allowance 
race at Pimlico. 

But in his next start, an allowance 
event on October 10 at Laurel Park, 
the situation turned dire. Unable to 
complete the race, the colt had to be 
eased. “Dr. Stewart examined him, 
and determined that the chondritis 
had gotten severe,” says Dr. Tullen- 
ers. “The inflammation had pro¬ 
gressed and now both arytenoids 
were quite thick and deformed.” 

With the Fitzgibbonses’ blessing 
—in fact, urging—Tulleners and his 
staff went on to perform a procedure 
that, while not exactly new, can be 
extremely risky. They removed the 
entire left: flap, and the bottom part 
of the right one. 

“There are any number of risk fac¬ 
tors beyond the skill of the surgeon,” 
points out Dr. Tulleners. “This is an 
area that gets a lot of movement, and 
there are a lot of opportunities for 
bacteria to enter—the horse has to go 
on chewing and salivating and swal¬ 
lowing after the operation. You can’t 
put his throat in a cast, and give it a 
rest.” 

Many of Dr. Tulleners’ former pa¬ 
tients who have undergone this pro¬ 
cedure have gone on to useful lives— 
as broodmares, or lower-priced 
claiming horses. But the surgeon can 
count on the fingers of one hand 
those who have returned to al¬ 
lowance level or above. 

Fitzgibbons, who spent $1,400 
for the surgery, not counting trans¬ 
portation and other expenses, is elat¬ 
ed with the outcome. “It certainly 
wasn’t exorbitant, price-wise,” he 
says. Especially since Cloud’s Forty 
Four has picked up checks totaling 
$12,600 in two starts since his come¬ 
back. 

What counts more than the mon¬ 
ey for the Fitzgibbonses, however, is 
the satisfaction that comes from “giv¬ 
ing our horse another chance.” ♦♦♦
